(fegree  of  barren nefs,  unfavourable  to  the  majefly 

tf  vi'iiification. And  it  is  for  the  fame  reafon, 

that  poets,  and  paintrrs  have  been  fo  much  in- 

I  dniged  to  take  great  liberties;  which  they  gcncral- 

•  Ij carried  to  fuch  extremes,  as  to  render  J^e  fub- 
jeB,  though  grounded  in  trjth,  altogetherincredi- 
Ue.  On  this  extreme  have  many  a  good  ar.d  true  fiib- 
jcft  been  rendered  ufeiefs :  fo  far,  that  pofteriry 
tre  bewildered  in  the  romantic  mazes  of  antiquated 
■jthcHogy.  Nor  is  it  an  enfy  matter,  ofien,  to  de- 
cypher  the  myftic  fong,  or  fever  the  truth  from  the 
iqeantry  of  fable.    But  Chriillim  Philofophy  hath 

'™l?  exploded  ihefe  exotic  trumperits,  and  learned 
fenber.  But  enough  of  this  ;  nay,  too  much, 

CD  the  prefent  occafion. 

As  to  the  approved  Lives  of  the  Saints,  as  coming 
down  unto  us  in  the  clear  channel  of  truth  ;  that  is 
the  authority,  and  fandion  of  the  Church  of  Chrift, 
written  by  the  greatefh  ornaments  of  Icarnln;;,  vir- 
tue and  piety,  through  all  ages,  we  fear  nor,  can- 
not be  deceived  or  impofed  upon.  Nay,  of  all  the 
tfjalsj    Scrutiny  and  llrl<^  examination  in  the  vorld, 

there 
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there  never  was  a  more  rigorous  one,  than  that  c^ 
the  canonization  of  a  faint.  No  wonder,  fince  it  f< 
true,  that  ihj?' trial,  on  fuch  cccafions,  flood  ofte# 
for  fome  hundied  years  on  probation,  and  in  fuP 
pence,  before  the  faint' was  declared  fuch:  that  M 
canonized,  and  Feceived  into  the  Alburn  Siifj3orum>, 
i,  e.  tL,e  facred  lift,  or  canon  of  faints.  And  what  ii 
fadrcare  and  great  delay  for,  but  robornow  fufHci* 
ent  lime,  to  find  out  whether  all  the  a6ls  exhibited 
to  the  holy  congregation,  in  favour  of  the  faint, 
though  proved  already,  without  any  contradidkionj 
be  entirely  true,  and  in  every  point  zn&  partich 
genuine.  As  alfo,  to  make  all  the  difcoveryipoflibU 
of  any^ing  that'<pouid,  or  might  be  faid,  or  ml* 
ledged  againft  the  candiviate  for  canonization. 

In  the  lives  of  our  liaints,  we  find  nothing  bat 
the  moft  cJiiy'.ng  and  improving  IcfTons  o*  folid 
inftrudtion,  and  attracting  examples  oi  religioui 
converfation  and  heroic  virtues ;  the  moft  eafy, 
plat[>,  and  fiiiiple  narrative  of  the  moft  intercftinj 
acts  of  the  life  and  death  of  the  greatcft  and  moifl 
eminent  ferVanrs  of  God  ;  the  glorious  triumph  ol 
the  crofs,  our  flcfli  and  blood,  the  wiles  and  fnarei 
of  the  Devil,  and  the  fallacious  world  ;  Chriiiian 
humility  ami  patience  confounding  the  power,  ilit 
pride  and  arrOj;ance  of  hriughty  kings  and  emperors; 
religious  fu!  pliciiy  confuting  pagan  eloquence,  the 
impofturc  of  the  druid,  and  the  fcphiftry  of  the  unhe- 
litving  philofopher  ;  kings  and  princes  laying  duivn 
their  crowns  and  fccptcjs,   ai  the  foot  of  the  Ciu-

rfieir  rank,  or   life,  offering  the   living  rucritic?  of 
ihciT  tender  bodies  to  the  frightful  inl\ runic:  is  or 
death,  to  the  torturing  rack,  (he  sxr.  the  fire  and 
the  fword    of  ?hc  bloody  tyrant,  in  vindication  of 
ftnth,  and     In    imita'jon    of    »he    cruciiVvl    Jefus. 
Others,  to  finin  aJl  ccc^fmns  oi    temptation  and  lin, 
fequeftering  themfelves  in  tbf  wild  defart  for  life— 
crucifying  their  ft-nfes,  and  puniiliing  their   meagre 
hodies  with  'he  la  Hi,  cspofed  ro  all  the  cxrrenms  of 
hell  an^  cold,  hunger  and   tlii»fl,  &c.  the  follow- 
log  of  Chrift  from  the  ftrble  to  the  laft  ftagc  of  his 
cruel  derrh  and  bloody  pafllnn,  the  nnxi^s  of  the 
Holy  Got  pel  reduced  to  praftico,  and  faithfully  ex- 
emplified in,  and  by  thcfe  heroic  fouU  and  brave 
champions  of  the  Church  milirant.     This  is  the  fpi*- 
n'tBaJ  treafurc  we  find  in  the  Lives  of  the  Saints.   For, 

The  Lives  of  the  Saints  are  the  true  portrait*  of 
iriftian  perfection,  formed  upor.  tlie  i»  fallible  modc!^ 
true  iHndardof  falvalion  and  diulp'inc  :  il-ar  is, 
the  penable  life  anddepj.h  of  our  Heavenly  Uc  '■•»  m- 
er.  They  are  ineitin!f»ii!e  ;i'wel.s  a  farred  depofit  JQid 
Ijpin  the  treafury  of  the  Church,  vrhich  plainly  fiicw, 
without  the  help  of  any  nihcr  flr^unicnt,  il:at  the 
fame  Church  v'lercin  ihf T;*  fhi.-iir^  ornpmeiHs  of  rr- 
li^ion  lived  ard  died,  muil  be  ilic  Cl.u.vli  of  Chnll.

is  known  by  tiyal,  as  gold  it  proved  by  fire.  We 
all  lave  the  reward,  bui  we  Jhrbk  in,  and  fliudder 
at  the  fight  of  the  firy  trial,  the  one  is  fweet,  the  .

not  tafte  the  four.  We  cannot  espe£t  the  reward 
without  a  warfare  i  if  we  fall  in  the  latter,  we  for- 
feit the  former  for  ev»r.

Saint  Collumb  Kill,  led  by  the  heavenly  Spirit,  car- 
ncilly  purfueci  his  facred  ftudics,  wiih  unremitted  zeal, 
and  finiili-^d  histuH  courfe,  under  the  ccltbrated  Bi- 
iliopS.  Fiaan,  in  bis  great  fcniinary  of  Clur.in  jarard.; 
and  was  promoted  to  the  hoiy  orders  of  Pricfthood  in 
546,  when  he  began  to  open  the  rich  trccfury  -jf  hit 
learning,  aad  let  oat  on  all  fiJes  the  oveiflv-w  i!>g  foun- 
tain of  his  -zeal,  and  p^ety,  to  warerthe  pla;  isof  the 
Ix)rd's  vineyard,  like  an  irrefiftuble  torrcpt.

bad  enjoined  Collum  Kill,  as  a  falutary  penance   to 
remove  to  Scotland,  before  a  limited  time,  and  un-  ■ 
der  the  rule  of  obedience  never  to  fee  Ireland   with 
his  eyes*.  Again   S.  Molaife  men^'ons  this  in  his  . 
poem,  whichi  willqwotc,  in  thecourfeof  thisepiftle.  .

En^filh  Springfield;  for  Dor  is  w:»rer,  and  Mien 
a  ftuooth  field,  or,  in  one  word,  apl^in.  In  this  bj 
lie  the  Dalriada  were  powerfully  afiiiled  by  th" 
great  friends  ajid  proieflcrs,  the-  fl'oft  noble  Cla 
Neile  of  UlftcT.  (For  there  was  "the  South  /,  or 
Neiles.)  No  lefs  than  fcven  petty  kirvgs  of  the  Pi£ 
with  the  flower  of  their  army,  were  left-  dead  in  t!

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Collum  Cil^e  his  propliecf  was  verified,  al  ihe  h^i"

'hlaod,  would  flay  Colnun  Reg,  the  fon  of  ihe  late 
King  Diarmuid,  and  lay  five  thouf^ipd  of  his  troops 
deid  on  the  BcM.

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however  dignified,  yet  c^*  ^n  inferior  order  to  a  ^ 
fhop.  It  ought  to  be  obierved,  firil,  that  Colli 
Kill,  as  bcii-g  the  firfl;,  as  venerable  Bcde  relat 
and  the  woild  nmft  confef^,  i hat  carried  the  light 
divine  faith  to  North-Britain,  and  by  the  grace 
God,  convened  the  natJ-M-  of  the  Crwh near*, 
Pi^s,  (fo  called  from  i^'nting  theoilelvts^w: 
frighfful  pidures  to  difmay  rheir  enemies  in  ban. 
from  idolatry  lo  Chriftianity,  he  defervcdly* claim 
the  greateft  veneration  and  deference  from  all  ranJ 
either  fpiritual  or  temporal.  -Secondly,  his  not 
birth  and  heroic  virtues  juftly  challenged  the  fi 
place,  in  point  of  merit;  for  nobility,  adoim 
with  excellent  talents  and  eminent  virtues,  rend< 
a  man  truly  great  btfore  God  and  the  world,  fi 
fides,  he  was  the  great  maftcr  and  fpiritual  grardi 
of  ihefe  bifliops  and  clergy  \^ho  acconjpanied  hie 
they  M'ere  bred  under  his  eye,  and  fitted  out  for  t 
holy  m-iTion.  See  venerable  Bedc,  his  hiftory 
EeglanJ,  C..4.  &c.  It  Hiould  be  alfo  confiderc 
that  the  exigency  of  the  ftate  required  the  prefer 
of  ihefe  fpiritual  Lords ;  and  that  all  the  honor  a 
deference  tb?jy  gave  Collum  Kill,  the  more  weig 
he  had  at  the  grand  council  of  Drimceat.  But  it 
no  great  matter  of  concern,  whether  thefc  bilhc 
led  the  van,  or  went  in  the  rear.

When  the  Si*inl  and  ]\U  mod  rcncrab'c  company 

irrifcd  at  Drimceat,  the  King  of   Ireland's  royal _ 

confori,  being  a  lady  cf  a   petulant  and   rcfcntful 

Spirit,  could  not  moderate  b(r  palH-.n  ac  the  folemn 

entry  of  the  Saint  and  his  noble  retinue:  upon  which, 

fte  eoRiiTiRndcd  litr  fon,  whofc  i.amc  was  Connall, 

to  treat  the  Saint  and  his  aflTciatvS,  in  th'i  moft  con- 

'wnpiible  manner,  wiiiiour  p^iyin^  any  deference  to 

l*rih  or  facrcd  charadors.     This  ordrr  of  the  Queen 

ttme  to  Collum  KU'e's   cirs,  before  it  ha;1   time  to 

k  put   into  cx^'CUlJun  ,    whereupon,    he    addr«.fijj 

Heaven,  and    the   confi-qrcice  ol   iiis   prayers  was, 

Ihat  the  Qiijen,  O^r  this  aCi  wf  impiety,  and  horrid 

iflJij^niiy,  and  her  m.iid    in  w  i:irj»  wcie  inflar:tlv 

feixed  with   an  excruciating  ciV'afe,  by  whii.'h  ihc-y 

were  cot. fined  in  a  ih.Kk'ri^^  manner  to  t!)elr  {'rivitc 

rooms;  much   to   the   m()r^ficatian   of    their   guilty 

coftfcieijcc,  and  di*f:i|p'/.nted  iniciuion. 

After  t]»is  fi^nal  ftiokc  of  divine  jud^niicnr,  for 
■fhc  atirocious  indigwiiy  rffcred  to  tl^.c  Ldr^i'.s  a;-:'.;irt- 
ed,  S.  Cojlum  entLr;d  the  ftlH-'r/ly,  :ind  wus  u- 
Ctivw'd  with  fingU'ai  refptct,  and  ka^wvi  on  ihc  ri^j'u 
kand  of  Connall,   the   kin^^'s   fon,  along    v/ith    i!ic 
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biHiops,    and    nobility    lliat   cnme   over   with    him. 
But  the  young  prirce  Conr.aII»  mindful  of  his  mo- 
ther's commands,    fwelleJ   wirh  indignation   at    the 
honour  paid  the  Saint   and  his  companions,  had  a 
number  of  hrs  crcitures  ready  for  the  work»  whom 
he  excited  to  fall  upon  the  ftrangers;  and  not  content 
with  abufive  language,  they  threw    turf,  and  dirt  in 
thcii^ faces,  and   bruift'd  their  fl^'ib  with  fore  pelts. 
Upon  which,   tlie  Sainr,  with   his  ufual  intrepidity,* 
expoilulated  with  the  birbarcms  offenders,  -appealing 
to  the  houfe,  liow   aitrocioufly  their  privileges,  and 
the  honour  of  the  n^ition  had  been  woundeci,  bv  this 
unprecedented  a£l  of  violence,  is:c.  and  when  hedrf- 
covereri  that  Connall,  the  young  prince,  had  been  \\t 
ringleader  of  the  mifchiei,  (ror  his  eyes,  as  we  have 
faid,  w^ere  covered,  fo  that  he   could  not    fee  thefe 
infoleni   mifcreants)  he   pj^irt^d    the  gr-^v'ty  of  his 
crime,  and    the"  dreadful  p:iin   of  exconrnunication, 
&;c.  which  ho  incurred,  ij.j')  fu^o^  by  the  -^^ry  {•:%,, 
And,    as    the    ciironicic  relates,    had   twcn- v-foven 
bells,  attended  wirh  folemn  curft-s  end  iin-TCcailors, 
rung  a^;alrift  this  unforfunue  y^ung  prince,  which 
took  effeQ.:  for  Connali  was  cienrivcd  o»"  his  reafon, 
loft  his  eriate;SMiod  right   of  furccfUon  to  the  crou'n 
of  Ireland,  and  probably  to  rht:  crown  of  gl'^y,   frr 
ever.     He   was  after  that,  called  Connali  Cluggr/c/iy 
or  Connu-l  hu  GIuj^-.     Clug  is  a  Lell. 

Hugh,  the  liii'g,  had  another  Ton,  called  D-^mha- 
ral,  i\i\\]Oy  t!)e  Tiblc  Gunily  rf  the  O'Dornei-'s  ;  "this 
priiici;  was  bltliVJ  with  a  courtious>  an-j  piuis  dii- 

p.>htion; 
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poGtioo :  he  Aiewci  profound  rL^fpcdl,  and  due  re- 
verence to  the'^ainr,  and  ihc  prelates  who  came  a- 
long  with  him :  nay.  he  rofe  up,  kifsM  the  Saint's 
hand,  and  placed  him  in  his  own  chair.  Tbe  Saint, 
in  return  for  his  edify  in  ^  civility,  and  religious  re- 
fps6t,  gave  him  his  blciiing,  put  up  his  folcm'^  pray- 
ers to  HeavcR,  in  the  prcfcnce  of  the  afTcmbly,  for 
his  profperity  i  and  that  he  m'ght  live  to  wear  his 
royal  father's  crown,  of  which,  his  elvlcr  brother^ 
the  unlucky  Conqall,  rendered  himfelf  unworrhy, 
and  juftly  forfeitedi  for  ever.  The  prayers  of  the 
Saint  had  the  defired  effcdt:  Dornhnnl  confequently 
fucceeded,  and  governed  the  king^lom  tl  irtccn  years  ; 
an  ornament  to  majelly,  and  a  blciru^g  to  his  fubje^s. 

After  this,  Collum  Kille  addrefs*d  the  KipT  w!:o  fat 
in  a  diffl'rent  apartment   from  the  reft,  wiih  young 
Daniel.     The   prcfence  of    the   Suir.t  i.fi'.d'd   the 
King  with  a  certain  degree  of  awe,  inixt  wirh  f:ar 
and  reverence,  on  account  of  the  miriclos  the  Lord 
wrought  through  him  ;  by  which  he  became  a  terror 
to  the  IiiPii  courr.     He  received  him,  however,  with 
becoming  refpcd  and  decorum  ;  but   the  Saint  foon  • 
put  his  finccrity  to  the  tclt,  when  he  told  him,  can- 
didly,  that  he  camj  in  lis   royal    prviL-ncc    to  make 
three  requefts,  by  the  conceftnn  or  denal  of  Wliich, 
he  would    difcovcr,  whether  this  civility  and  cere- 
mony, with  which  hisiVliji'fty  wis  gr,>cious  to  receive 
him,  were  real,   or  a  compliment  of   cou rfe.     1'l;e 
King",  backward  to  difoblig-:  him,  replied,  he  would, 
if  rcafonable,  and  in  his  povvcr.     The  Saint  faid, 
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all  he  had  to  a(k  was  not  only  in  the  King's  power, 
but  likewife  confifteni  with  rcafon,  religion, 'rfnd  tnic 
politics  5  and  confequently  admifiiblc*.  'fhe  fi/ft 
r^quifition  was,  that  the  monarch  would  revoke  his 
rafh  intention  of  banifhing  the  entire  college  of  the 
Poets  out  of  the  kingdom.  Secondly,  that  he  would 
releafe  the  King  of  OfTory  out  of  prifon  ;  .and  finally 
decline  his  boftile  project  of  tranfporting  his  ttrrccs 
into  Scotland,  to  exadt,  or  advance  the  contributi- 
ons from  the  noble  Dalriadas,  at  the  point  of  the  fword* 

The  King  anfwerd,  and  faid,  that  granting  further 
proteftion  to  ihe  Fileas,  or  Bards,  being  a  fet  of 
intolerable  people,  a  plague  and  a  ruifance  to  the 
•  kingdom,  would  be  rather  inconfiftent  with  the  prin* 
ciples  of  reafon,  or  poliiics  ;i  and  no  wonder,  when 
the  third  part  of  the  kingdom  .were,  already' of  tb.at 
idle  profeflion.

JD  the  immortal  channel  of  epic  long,  aad  pure  flyle 
•f  profe.  Wherefore,  added  he,  it  becomes  the 
royal  majefty,  to  retain  an  eminent  Poet,  and  an  An* 
tiquarian  of  unquedionabie  character  at  court:  and 
€very  provincial  king,  or  prince,  to  be  allowed  the 
privilege  of  a  learned  Poet  in  bis  retinue :  and  that  eve* 
jry  lord^of  acantred^  orcoufity,  be  indulged  to  keep, 
if  they  chufe,  a  Poet,  to  preferve  the  exploits,  and 
rcgifter  the  geneology  of  their  families.  This  rea- 
farable,  and  neceiTnry  plan  of  reformation  was  ac- 
cepted by  the  King :  by  which,  the  Saint  obtained 
his  end:  and  the  fame  re;^uiaiIon  became  the  per- 
manent ftandard.  for  fuccccding  ages ;  which  Is 
rranfmiited  down  to  u^,  by  an  antient  poet,  named 
Mmlrutkairij  from  whom  tbefe  lines  are  thus  turned 
into  linglifli :  .

The  King  fubmitted  to  the  Saint's  reform  j 
By  which,  the  monarch  ihouM  a  bard  retain  ;

The  King  denied  CoIIum  Kille's  fecord  requeft  ; 
wh'th  Wf.s,  to  enlarge  the  King  of  (^fTory  out  of 
prifon.  But  the  Saint  told  him,  with  con6dence, 
the  imprifoued  Oflory  would  rot  lie  long  confined. 
Nay,  that  he  would  untie  the  ftrings  of  his  fafidals 
that  very  cnfuing-night,  at  his  midnight  devotion. 
Which  miraculoufl/  happened,  according  to  his  pre- 
diction. But  the  whole  event  is  too  long  to  be  told 
here. 

TheK'ng,  alfo,  denied  his  third  requeft;  which 
was,  that  he  fhould  not  tranfport  an  ajiuy  into  Scot- 
latui,  to  enforce  the  payment  of  the  {florefaiu  con- 
tributions, at  thtr  point  of  the  fword,  from  the  tribe 
of  the  Dalriada.  Upon  wjilch,  the  Saint  expoftu- 
lated  with  the  King,  and  argued,  that  fuch  violent 
proceedings  would  be  an  open  violation  of  the  antl- 
ent  privileges  of  that  tribe  ;  and  alfo,  a  thing  con- 
trary to  thcelhbrftied  laws  of  Ireland,  to  commit 
iiofl:«li(ie«5.  or  attelrp^  to  fpill  the  kindred  blood  of 
thai  renowned  c'fin  j  who  were  always  rea.'v  to  en- 
cou-^ier  tv^ry  liarger,  however  difficulty  for  the  ho- 
nour of  the  \{,\\\  crown,  and  fafety  of  the  na^nn, 
&c.  tt'ihc  expcnce  of  their  lives  and  fortune,  &c. 
•but  u\\  tiiefe  rcnioiiftrances  could  not  unbend  the 
Jtin^'s  refolute  mind.    The  Saint  replied,  thai  I'-vine

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Providence  had  taken  t^at  illullrlrvus  tribe  into  its

about  twelve  miles  diftant  from  the  main  land.     This 
Ifle  is  three  miles  in  length,  and  one  in  breadth  ;   it 
was  the  facred  nurfery  of  learning  and  religion,  in 
North  Britain,  for  many  ages.     Out  of  this  pious  ie-

'  Weftern  coafl  of  Connaught.     The  abr^ve  mention- 
ed S.  Adamhfian,  was  of   the  fame  Tierconrialian 
blood  wiih  S.  Coiluim  Ciile  ;  as  were  the  moft  of   • 
the  prelates  of  that  time.  He  was  abbot  of  Ao^  Collum 
.    Kille  in  679,  for  twenty  five  years;  wjs  llefud  with 
the   cxtraorcilnary    gift    (f   miracles  and    prophefy, 
fandity  of  hfe  and  leaming ;  he  went  twice  to  Eng- 
land,   in  quality  of  amba (Tad or,  in   tbe  years  684, 
.  and  686  ;  he   v/rore  a  h'ftory  of  S.  ColJum  Ki.'le's 
Jifcj.whic'i  W5S  afte^warcls  irnnfcribed  by  Derbene- 
us,  in  l::in   Diu>-f)!iiuL  of   the  fame  Tierconnalian 
ftoc?:,  nr:d  abbn   of  Aoi,    who  died,  A.  D.  1713.

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S.  Raoithin,  and  S.  CoIIum  Kille  were  touCm 
■  germans,  brothers'  children.  There  is  a  large  pariHi 
■w  the  diocefe  of  Rapho,  near  L:Derry,  cv!led 
Teaghboyne,  inlrifliTeagh-Baoithin,  of  which  this 
Saint  is  patron:  and  all  hough  there  are  but  few  Ro- 
man Catholics  in  that  place,  the  worthy  and  benevo- 
lent gentlemen,  and  others  of  the  Protcftant  religion, 
have  eredted  a  decent  chapel  for  the  Parifh  Prieft 
and  his  flock:  as,  in«lecd  they  have  largely  contri- 
buted to  do,  throughout  the  entire  diocefe.  GoJl 
reward  them. 

S.    Columba,  thb'  a  man  of  fingular  mortification, 

•  and  extraordinary  felf-denial,  appeared  always  cheer- 
ful andpleafing:  his- outward  deportment  betokened 
the  inward  fweet  fcrenity  of  his  foul,  from  the  con- 
ftant  prefence  of  the  Holy  Ghoft:  the  fcrvanr  zeal 
of  his  foul,  in  every  action,  czccedcd  human  abili- 
ties. He  fuffered  no  nK>nt4||C  of  his  life,  which  the 
indifpenfible  exigencies  of  nature  could  allow,  to 
pafs  unemploy-ed  in  the  fervice  of  God,  in  either 
praying,  reading,  v/rrtlng,  preacl.ing,  reacliing  ;  and 
he  celebrated  mafs  every  day  ;  the  oi»Illi^n  oF  which 
is  criminal  inaPriell :  his  amiable  converfaion,  ever 
blended  with  edifying  eir.ui'ple  and  ir.ftaidion  ;  his 
extraoidiuary  meekncfs,  humility,  nnd  up.limited  cha- 

^  rity  for  all  men,  were  irrefiillble  charms  to  win  the 
hearts,  however  untradab!e,  of  all  ranks  and  conclj- 

•  tionsof  men.  His  iliining  vij-riics  were  brightened 
-•'-^  with  the  gift  of  prophecy,  ant'  TMJraculous  fucccfs,  to 
t   confirm  the  Chriftian,  and  convert  the  Heathen.     His 

wG2  V^\^ 
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holy  lif^e,  an'd  glorious  labours,  begat  fucli  authority 
and  influence,  that  neither  king  nor  people  did  any 
thing  of  moment  without  Jiis  advice.  It  was  from 
his  hallowed  hand  (uri  fupra)  that  the  Kings  of  Scot- 
land, for  the  time  being,  received  the  crown. 

It  appears  from  nfany  of  S.  Collum's  compofitions, 
that  his  abfence  from  his  native  country  affected  hioi 
in  1  very  fenfible  manner ;  efpecially,  as  he  was  ap- 
proaching his  death,  which  he  foretold.*  The 
following  lines,  compofed  by  our  Saint,  ts  an  inftance«

^^ith  his  two  eyes  open,  that  would  not  warn 
^  Wind  man.  ready  to  fall  down  a  nrec\\>lccc  ? 
therefore,  Icont^n-]^  lh;itany  man ^ \'^\. V\to. 
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be  of  what  perfuafion  he  may,  as  long  as  he 
looks  upon  me  to  be  of  an   erroneous  per- 
fuafion, ought,  in  charity  and  humanity,  to 
warn  me  of  the  danger  he  believes  I  am  ia  ; 
and  inftead  of  taking  cftence,  I  ought  to  re- 
turn him  thanks;  and  likewife,  if  I' believ- 
ed he  vr^s  wrong,  I  fhould  return  him  the 
like  charitable  compliment.     Can  he  have 
more  charity  who  ftattersyou  in  your  errors, 
than  he  who  warns  you  in  the  fpirit  of  mec'k- 
nefs  and  zeal,  for  your  own  good  ?  Does  j 
not  St   Paul  defire  his  difciple,  to  argue,    ■ 
check,  and  rebuke  in  time,  or  feafon,  and  ' 
rot  out  of  feafon ;  and  Was  he  uncharitable 
for  that  ?  But  now  it  is  become  indelicate, 
ray,  termed  uncharitable,  to  fay,  that  any 
fed,  perfuafion,  or  religion   in  the  world, 
nay,    the    Mahomitan,    Turk,    or   Pagan, 
fhoul.d  be   wrong ;  or  accountable  for  any 
mode,  manner  or  fyflem  of  belief. 

If  any  man,  of  a  dilTerent  religion,  told 
me,  that  be  verily  bclitved  f  would  be  damn- 
ed, if  I  did  not  change  my  religior^,  I  (liouW 
look  upon  him,  as  a  more  candid,  honeft 
man,  than  anoth^^r,  who  was  of  the  fame 
<-piir!Gn,  but  wovJd  not  gwe  me  any  (vxh 
warning.  So  tliat  if  people  behaved  cor.fill' 
ant  with  reafon.  or  religion,  or  the  com- 
mon tics  of  humr.nitv,  they  would,  inftefl(» 
;:T   hatcincT,  cr   abiifrjfT,  h)\c.  iriieve,  and 
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h  one  another,  in  the  fpirit  of  wiC 
i  true  benevolence.

it  is  of  faith  to  believe  that  all  penitent  (inners  are 
not  forgiven  the  temporal  punifhment  enjoine'd  by 
God*s  judice  for  capital  fins,  nor  the  gain  incurred 
by  the  guilt  of  venial  (ins.  It  is  then,  for.  theie 
temporal  pains  and  venial  tran fg reflions,  that  fnch 
delinquents  are  caft  into  the  prifon  of  Purgatory; 
where  they  are  to  be  purged  by  fire,  until  they  fa- 
ti^fy  the  divine  jaftice — and  pay  the  uttermoft  far- 
thing.

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HAT  we  undcrftand  by  Purgatory  is,  a  third 
place  ;  which  we  are  allowed  by  Scripture  to  call,  a 
place  of  purgation  by  6re ;  a  prifon  wherein  fmill 
debts  are  paid,  i.  e.  venial  (ins  and  temporal  pains 
atoned  for;  a  hell,  a  pit,  wherein  there  is  no  water^ 
&c.  as  you  will  fee  hereafter.  But  there  ii  fuch  a 
place  ;  and  the  fouls  therein  detained  are  relieved  by 
the  prayers  of  the  faithful  on  earth  ;  by  the  holy  fa- 
crifice  of  the  altar,  &c.  which  I  fliall  prove  firil  out 
of  the  Old  Teftaiiient  thus.

"  thinking  vrel)  and  religioufly  concerning  th( 
«<  re^on :  for  if  he  had  not  hoped  that  ih 
**  were  ilain  fhould  rife  again»  it  wottI^ha?e 
^  fuperflaous  and  rain  to  pray  for  the  dead 
**  bec|iiAe  he  confidered,  that  they  who  bac 
'^  afleep  wjih  godlinefs,  had  great  grace  laid 
•fthena.— It  is  therefore,  a  holy  and  who 
"  thought  ro  pray  for  the  dcad,Mhat  thejr  i 
'  *t  loofed  from  their  finfi.** 

By  that  portion  of  Scripture,  we  fee  th< 
thought  well  of  a  future  refurredllon,  2dly, 
they  fteadfaftly  believed  there  were  fon>e  fins, 
leaft,  the  temporal  pain  enjoined  the  delinquei 
eternal  pain  being  remitted,  if  not  difchargec 
paid  in  the  other  world,  jdly,  That  thofl 
die  with  godlinefs,  as  tbefe  did  in  the  battle, 
ing  with  zeal  for  the  good  caufe  of  the  Lord,  i 
•they  ftiould  (in  through  inadvertency  or  ignc 
yet  repented  at  lead  at  their  death,  fhould  be 
cd  for  by  the  living.  4thly,  That  the  means 
Jievi  them  by  are,  prayer,  alms,  and  fac 
5tbly,  That  thefe  were  the  v^ry  prafticc  eftab 
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.«inong  the  Jews,  who  were  the  chofcn  people  of 
the  Lord,  in  their  pious  offices  towards  the  dead. 

Here  do  wc  find  a  collection  of  pious  offerings 
fent  to  Jerufalem,  for  the  relieving  the  dead  5  the 
accuftomed  facrifice  in  Ifraei,  offered  by  the  priefts 
of  the  Moft  High  for  the  dead  ;  the  money  collected 
hy  the  very  hjgh  prieft  himfelf,  and  publicly  expen- 
ded for  that  religious  end :  with  what  face  then  can 
any  one  call  this  charitable  and  falutary  pradice>  a 
^£6tion  of  the  Devil,  &. 

Thofe  who  deny  Purgatory,  have  need  to  labour 
liard  to  difcard  thefe  books  out  of  the  facred  canon. 
And  fo  they  do  ;  but  all  in  vain.  It  is  no  more  than 
a  f»rry  fhift,  to  cover  a  retreat;  a  filly  pretext  for 
iligmatiiing  the  doctrine  of  Purgatory  with  the  brand 
of  Salan  ;  becaufe  it  feems  too  troublefome  to  them 
in  their  fyftem  of  innovations.  And  although  they 
>4)retend  to  be  fecurely  intrenched  behind  this  thin 
cover:  I  fay,  that  Purgatory,  even  if  thefe  books. of 
the  Machabees  had  never  appeared  in  the  world,  is 
as  certain  and  as  firm  an  article  of  faith  as  that  of 
%he  refurrcClion,  or  apy  other  one.  And  were  it  not 
for  Purgatory  the  Machabees  would  have  kept  their 
freedom  in  the*  holy  charier.  I  wpnder,  however, 
by  what  lucky  chance,  Zachariah,  Ifaiah,  and  others  ' 
have  efcaped  the  letter  de  cachet.  For  in  thefe  do 
,we  find  a  third  place  of  punifliment,  for  thofe  who

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at  once,  too  many  of  the  main  principles  which 
fupported  the  ho!y  temple,  left  it  fhould  fall  upon 
their  heads,  ere  they  could  fly  from  the  facred  ruin. 
They  have  rot,  however,  been  dexterous  enough 
to  efcape  the  fevereft  and  laft  cenfure  of  the  church, 
that  fame  which  Aerius,  their  piototype»  and  his 
followers  bore  before  them.

Now,  although  1  do  not  mean  to  fwell  this  little 
difcnurfe  into  a  volume,  but  to  ihorten  it  as  much 
as  I  can,  I  cannot  omit,  at  leaft  paflingly,  to  profe 
the-  books  of  the  Machabees,  canonical.     Thiis» 

We  are  under  pain  of  being  ranked  with  the  hea- 
then  and  the  publican ;  obliged  to  hear  the  church. 

Matt,  xviii.  17. 

The  church  declared  the  two  books  of  the  Ma- 
chabees  to  be  canonical. — Therefore  we  are  under 
the  fame  predicament  with  the  heathen,  &c.  if  we 
do  not  receive  thefe  books  as  canonical. 

The  argument  is  conclufive,  if  we  prove  that  the 
church  declared  them  fo,  &c.  For  this,"  it  is  fuffi- 
clcnt,  that  from  the  earl i eft  ages  of  the  church,  the 
general  councils,  and  the  holy  fathers,  of  whom  the 
councils  confifted,  have  declared  and  acknowledged" 
ihcfe  books  to  be  canonical,  and  inferied  them  in 
the  canon.  For  an  evinciHg  proof  thei'eof,  it  is 
enough  to  r«ad  the  apoftolical  canons.

powers  of  darknefs  could'  not  overcaft.  - 

Although  I  tm  fatisBed  that  ha!f  thfc  trouble  I  hare 
taken  to  prove  the  point  in  hand,  would  evince  the  ' 
truth  of  it,  I  ihall  however,  even  for  order  fake,  run 
over  thefe  three  centuries,  citing  only  three  uncjuefti- 
onable  witneflVs  of  confummate  learning  and  piety, 
who  Hourifhed  in  faid  sges,'  v'z.  St.  Odilbn,  S^ 
Bernard,  and  Peter  the  Venerable.

St.  'Odilon,  then,  whofe  extraordinary  humanity 
and  benevolence  towards  the  poor  of  the  Lord  upon 
earth,  was  fo  much  celebrated^  (ignalized  his  pietj 
no  lefs  towards  the  ^ead':  ibx  this  end  her  itiftitutcd 
a  folema  commemoration  of  the  dead  in  tJnj  abbyof' 
Clunic  and  all  its  filiations,  which  was  exaC^ly  obfcr- 
ved,  &c.  and  this  foleipn'  feift  he  fixed  on  the  lecond 
of  November,  on  which  day  they  faid  th*  full  office 
of  the  dead,  and  celebrated  all  their  mafles  for  the 
repofe  of  the  faithful  dchcors  in  Purgatory.  Vide 
Scvel.  BcBcd.  6.  part  l,  pag.  665. 

St  Bernard  affures  us,  purfuant  to  all  the  holy 
fathers  before  him,  **  that  there  are  three  different 
•*  places  whereinto  fouls  go  afrer  departing  their  bo- 
••  dies,  to  bs  treated  according  to  their  merits.  Thefe 
"places  are  Hell,  for  the  wicked;  Purgatory,  for 
"  the  impcrfed  juft  ;  who  are  to  be  purified  by  fire, 
•  according  to  the  text,  i  Cor.  3.  &c.  and  Heaven 
**  for  the  faints,  fuch  as  are  pure  and  entirely  perfeft.

Peter  the  Venerable,  abbot  of  Clunky,  who  wrote  in 
the  twelfth  century,  put  out  a  book  againft -Peter  de 
BrUys  and  his  followers,  contra  fetrobiufianos*  In 
that  treatife,  on  recounting  all  the  errors  of  thcfe 
Heretics,  amongft  others,  he  attacks  that  one  where- 
in they  endeavoured  to  maintain  that  the  prayers  and 
goad  works  of  the  living  could  be  of  no  ufe  to  the 
dead,  and  he  mentions  and  expofes  the  forty  means  by 
which  he  ftrove  to  fupport  their  errors,  after  refuting 
them. 

However  prolix  fome  may  think  this  article  of  dog- 
matic tradition,  I  could  hardly  make  it  much  (horter; 
but  had  I  quoted  and  copied  the  half  of  what  I  might 
in  favour  of  Purgatoi^  it  would  become  a  long  dif-

ip.  L  16.  **  The  Lord  gram  mercy  to  the  houfe  of 
'ncfiphorus:  becaufc  he  haih  often  refreflied  me, 
id  was  not  artiamed  of  my  chains.  But  when  he 
as  come  to  Rome,  he  fought  me  and  found  me. 
*he  Lord  grant  him  to  fiad  mercy  of  the-  Lerd^ia 
I  at  day." 

"St,  Pauf  wrote  this  eplille  from  Rone,  when  he 
asprifoner,  to  Timothy  bifliopof  Ephefus:  where, 
Tter  telling  him  of  PWgeilusand  Hermogenes  their 
Bfedlionand  defcriion,  he  falutesthe  houfe  of  One- 
;>horus— rfor  the  good  offices  that  zealoui  man  had 
One  him  before,  ,from  whofe  beneficence  his  fami-  ^ 
'  deferves  the  bleffing  of  the  apodle.  And  two 
erfes  after  he  recommends  himfelf  in  particular  to 
Je  Lord,  that  he  might  find  mercy  on  that  day, 
'•tfliing  him  I  he  rt^ft,  through  God's  mercy,  which 
•hriftians.alk  for  ihofe  who  die  in  the  Lord.  He 
efires  mercy  to  the  family  of. his  good  benefaftor  in 
be  firft  place,  without  fpeaking  of  that  day,  i.  c, 
he  day  of  judgment,  or  joining  himfelf  and  his  fa- 
lily  in  that. prayer  together;  but  had  Qt^ilii'phorus

No  body  wrote  the  Creed,  fays 
Sl  Auguilin,  t  no  man  reads  it :  repeat  it  over  going 
to  bed  and  rifing,  that  your  memory  mny  ferve  you» 
ioftead  of  a  book.     Sit  vahis  codex  vejira  Memoria, 

Their  memory  was  their  ranons  and  their  books: 
the  liturgy  of  the  order  of  pfiycrs,  kc.  which  they 
obferved  upon  celebrating  the  divine  niyfteries,  were 
not  in  the  beginning  to  be  read  outOf  any  book :  and 
the  facred  canon  of  the  mafs  was  kept  more  fecret 
than  the  Cr^^ed,  (as  it  is  to  this  day  ;)  for  they  taught 
the  Neophytes  tjiisj  but  did  not  allow  them  to  hear

Neirher  is  It  lefs  certain  that  thefe  ceremonies  are, 
for  the  uioft  part,  as  antlent  as  the  chnrch',  and  alwan 
preferveJ  therein,  which  the  writings  of  1*  St.  If 
nafius  will  cvidonce,  v/ho  was  contemporary  wiih 
the  apoflles,  and  faw  Jefus  Chrift  hinifelf,  after  bis 
refurreftion :  thofc  of  Juftin  f  the  Martyr  atteft  the 
fame.  And  It  is  a  matter  of  fa6t,  that  Axnongd  tte 
•prayers  of  thefe  very  liturgies  there  are  prayers  for 
the  dead. 

In  elEsdl,  we  differ  not  from  thefe  prlmitiTe'ChFi- 
(lians  in  this  or  any  other  eflential  point  relative  to 
faith,  or  public  worfhip:  we  have  their  aniient  li- 
turgies urder  our  eyes :  and  theirs  compared  wi|h 
curs  agree  in  every  fundamer.tal  pojnt,  and  make  up, 
but  one  univerfal  order  of  liturgy,  deriving  its  primi-

ajers  for  the  dead,  in  alleges  and  Cbriftian  coun- 
ies,  from  the  begianing  of  Chriftianity  f  this  day» 
enough  to  determine  the  controverfy,  in  favour  of 
raying  for  the  dead,  in  fpite  of  argumenf?  except 
^e  have  to  deal  with  mere  fceptics. 

The  modern  and  ancient  practice  of  addrefling  our 
nyers  and  performing  the  public  offices  for  the  dead, 
lay  b?  learned,  firft  from  the  extant  cuftom  of  all 
•aiholics  in  the  world.  And  fecondl/f  from  the 
Client  liturgies. 

There  is  not  t  mafs  either  high  or  low, -public 
K" private,  celebrated  in  all  the  world,  in  which  the 
cad  are  not  prayed  for  publicly  and  particularly: 
^hicH  T  need  not  fall  about  proving,  fince  it  is  to  be 
card  and  feep  every  where,  as  you  fee  ir,  in  miai- 
'ure,  this  day  ?  we  fcrve  you  here,  on  wooden  difli- 
i  whh  the  fame  meat,  our  anceflors,  on  this  ground^ 
'rved,  as  it  were  in  golden  veiTels:  as  the  bulk  of 
lithe  Chridian  world  do  to  this  day  in  the  med 
^lendid,  folemn  and  edifying  manner. 

This  holy  tradition,  I  fay,  already  fo  firmly  groun-

53'8,  ai  ordtT  of  the  Roman  miflal  ro  Profuturus, 
which  was  ordained  by  the  ciouncil  of  Prague:  snd 
the  miflal  whiircin  this  liturgy  was  wrotsi,  was  calleti 
the  Gothic;  becaufs.*  it  had  be-^n  before  ufedby  the 
Gotbsi  it  was  alfo  called,  the  Mazarabc  5  bccaufc 
it  wti  adopted  by  thefe  Chridians  who  iivs^d  under  the 
fore-dominion  of  the  Moors.

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If  people,  therefore,  ^KO\x\^  duely  confider  thC" 
anxieties,  danger  and  trouble  which  attend  this  ea- 
ger purfuit  after  fiches,  honours,  and  dignities,  and 
cfpecially  unlawful  pleJifures,  for  which  fhey  too  of- 
ten facri6ce  their  health,  pc4ce  of  mind,  honcfty,  and 
character  ;  alfo  the  additional  care  and  account  which 
thcfe  precarious  acquifitions  involve  us  inte^  befiJe 
the  mere  chance  of  enjoying  them  a  fingle  day,  and 
whFch  will  vanifli  away  like  a  (liadow  at  the  6rft  fight 
of  eternity  j  as  the  manni  did  at  the  fight  of  the 
Land  of  Promife.  If  men,  I  fay,  would  coolly  weigh 
ihefe  flattering,'  but  deceitful  objedlsj  not  only  in  the 
fcales  of  religion,  but  even  inihofc  of  commDofcnfe 
and  reafcn,  they  could  hardly  be  fo  infatuated,  as  to 
bend  their  neck  to  the  gauling  yoke,  and  their  fee- 
ble b^ick  to  the  unequal  burden.  1  faid,  in  the  fcales 
of  reafon  even ;  fince  it  is  known,  that  fcvRral  Pa- 
gan philofop'iers,  to  wit,  Crates,  and  others,  have, 
by  the  dint  of  unafTiiled  reafon,  defpifed  riches  and 
honours,  and  preferred  poverty  and  a  fequeftered  life 
to  the  temptrng  allurements  of  the  world. 

Why,  therefore,  fhould  not  an  enlightened  Chri- 
flan,  who  is  taught  by  the  holy  Gofpel  the  bright  ex- 
annple  of  J^jfus  Chrift,  and  his  true  followers,  fet  a 
]t(s  value  on  thefe  perilous  and  peri  (liable  things  of 
The  earth  ;  for,  what  was  a  m.iral  psrfcdlion  in  the 
Pagan,  who  did  not  fpllow  Chrift,  beco^nes  a  religious,. 
trwe,^oJly  perfe£lIon,  meritorious,  through  Chrift,  of 
eternal  glory,  in  thofe  who  know  him,  believe  in  him, 
aod  foliow  him.  But;  alas!  there  are  more  believ- 
ers. 
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ers  than  true  foIloweisof-Chrift :  more  who  fene. 
the  flefh,-  than  ferve  the  Lordr  more  wbo  flf  firom- 
the  crofsy  than  carry  the  creis ;  more  whojjbrfiiif 
themfelvea  to  death  by  the  Manna^  whicb  I  will 
uOe  to  (ignify  the  things  of  this  world,  tbaa  mf^\^' 
ufe  of  ic»  to  perpetuate  life  j  more  who  convert  jfcci^ 
gifts  of, God  to  ;heir  own  perdition^  than  to  thdr 
prefervation,  and  eternal  fatvatton ;  hy  exctfs»  lus-t  ^ 
ury,  and  fenfual  auiufements  of  forbiddeo  picafniesi- 
temporary  igratificatioD8»  which  do  not  out- live  1^  \ 
iuomeot '  A  their  enjoymentr  attended  with  many 
dangers,  td^  pregnant  with  the  (harp  ftings  of  for"  • 
roW|  fliame^  bitter  remorfey  and  final  mifery*'  i 

Ir cannot  be  too  ^rouch-  lamented,  how  antiaor 
people  are  for  riches,  and  places  of  dignity  and  fa* 
periority>- without  ever  reflfcding  upon  the  charge, 
danger,  and  account  that  niuft  attend  fuch  flations 
and  functions;  efpeci^lly  the  weighty  charge  of 
Friefthood,  and  fuperior  dignities  in  the  church, 
which  the  diTpofuion  of  thefe  degenerate  limes,  com- 
pared with  that  of  the  golden  ages  of  Chrifj'aniiy 
evinces.  For  in  thofc  priniitive  t  lines,  tlic  grealcft  or- 
naments, of  virtue  aid  the  moft  /hining  aracles  of 
learning,  were  of  all  manki.d  the  mod  humble, 
motteft,  and  mortified ;  the  mod  backwardi  and  averfc 
to  popular  eilstni,  riches,  dignities  and  preferments. 
In  a  word>  44h^  avoided,  and  fled  from  them  with  us 
much  zeal  and  indudry  as  the  mod  of  men,  no^ 
a-days,  afTuA^e  aixi  afpire  unto  the  fame.  Wnict 
plainly  ihcws  the  fmalJed  number  of  thena  ire  CalUd 
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hy  God :  and  this  is  the  rcafon  of  fo  many  bad  mem- 

•  bers  in   the  church,  of  fchifm,  diforder,  hercfy  and 

■TcandaL     For  thofe  who  are  called  by  Heaven  are 

-.    fiipplied  with  heavenly  means  to  difcharee  the  du- 

tl   ties  of  the  facred  function  ;  and  what  is  melancholy 
to  be  heard  is,  that  all  the  fcandals,  abufe  and  mif- 
^  demeanour  of  thofe  intruders  are,  by  the  malice  of 
the  Devil,  fuggefted  into  men,  thrown  upon  the  im- 
.  maculate  face  of  holy  religion^  as  if  the  pure  de- 
pofit  of  faiih  and  religion  taught,  countenanced,  or 
'     difpenfed  with  what  flie  abfolutely  forbids,  under 
pain  of  daouiation. 

.Wherefore,  let  no  mati^ifurp'  the  honor,  but  he 
that  is  called  like  Aaron.  There  is  not  a  condition  or 
vocation  in  the  world,  from  the  king  to  the  beg'gar, 

.  without  ii*s  fweets  and  fours.  '<The  higher  the 
weightier;  nor  any  however  high,  or  even  low, 
wherein  a  man  can.  fit  eafy,  rcfigned  and  patient, 
without  the  fpecial  grace  of  God,  to  render  man 
equal  to  his  talk,  and  the  yoke  fweet,  and  the  burdea 

.  light  unto  theiB,  •  But  to  whom  does  the  Lord  grant 
this  aid  ?  I  anfwer,  unto  thofe  whom  he  calls. into 
the  various  departments  of  his  vineytird.  Where- 
fore, let  thofe  who  are  in  office,  tremble  and  cry  up  - 
to  'Heaven  to  renew  their  vocation.  And  let  thefe 
who  are,  as  yet,  to  be  called,  addrefs  the  Lord  to  •

The  amplitude  of  it's  figurative  fenfe,  and  refe- 
rence to  the  Lord's  lafl  fuppcir  does  not  end  here  j  for, 
however  miraculous  and  exquifite  the  manna  had  hc^fk 
^^  effect,  one  of  ir's  properiies  was,  that  every  one 
who  eat  of  it  did  not  equally  enjoy  jt's  rare  qualities; 
whereas,  it  flirunk  in  aadi.din)iDiflied  in  the  hands  qf 
fome  as  fooi»  as  they  gathercvi  it  up,  and  dilate^!  ^ni 
tiiultiplieu  iiiV.he  hands  of  others.  Nor  had  it  the  famfe 
tafle  and  virtue  in  everyone  that  eat  it ;  for  when  it 
gave  pleafure,  health  and  vigour  to. fome,  it  prdved 
the  VL-ry  reverfc  unto  otherf,  as  we  hftJC  tinted  be-  ■ 
for«  ;  wliich  was  indubitably  the  caufe  of  great  nuuv 
muring  among  the  people,  as  you  read.    .No  won4ierf 
therefore,  that  fomc  of  the  rebelUopsIfraeJites  mu- 
tinied a;;ai:iit  their  great  leader,  A<§W^^$nd  their  high 
pried  Aaron,  and  murmured  agai nil- th^.niapp a,  when 
fome  of  the  very  difciplos  of  Chrift  himfelf  rebelled 
againft  JeUis  Chrifl:  at  the  yery  irilituiion  of  the  hea- 
venly b:inquct,  his  laft  fuppsr,  deferted  their  adora- 
ble Lea'.ler  and  Higl\  Pried,  when  lie  blefled  and  brake 
the  bre:id,   f:iying,  this  is  my  b^dy  ;  and  to  the  cup, 
this  is  xny  blood,  which  Hiall  be  flied.     No  wonder, 
I  fay,  rhat  thofe  who  live  i  in  the  twilight  of  the  old 
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law  would  fpurn  at  ard  defpife  the  bare,  barren  typci 
or  figure,  when  To  many  of  the  new  law  of  divine' 
light,  love  and  2;race,  arc  hardy    enough   to  - j^(|^- 
Jieve  the  iryfallible  mcu^h  of  Chriil,  and  fhuddtf^t  ^ 
the  thought  and  figlit  of  the  heavenly  fubflancCt  ftc  "' 
divine  Eucharift.     Savin?,  as  thofc  did,  who  defert^ 
cd  the  Lord  at  the  laft  I  upper,  how  can  this  man  girc 
us  his  bodv  to  eat  ? 

Sit  down,  therefore,  my  defir  friend,  cool  and  un- 
prejudiced i  compare  the  latter  and  iht  former  to- 
gciiicr  ;  coljaie  the  type  with  the  fubllance;  and 
you  ill  happily  tiifcover,  by  the  grace  of  God,  the 
true  manna  of  falvaiicn  in  the  divine  facramcnt  of 
the  Lord's  Supper,  prepared  and  given  by  his  own 
power  to  the  faithful. 

1  faid,  that  thofe  whc  cat  the  manna  did  not  equal- 
ly cnj<5y  the  fame  b'.'ncfii  of  that   n>ir.iculoiis  food. 
The  manducaiion,  or  caring  of  the  adorable  Eucha- 
rift, in  like  manner  bings  ipirifunl  health  and  fiiva- 
tion,    no   wonder,   unto   the   v.orihy  communicant, 
when   it  brings,  on  the  other  iianJ,  dcatii  and  dam- 
uaiion  t<»  thofe  who  receive  it  uiiVroriiii-'y.     Cor.ipare, 
then,  the  niurmiirinjj  nf  fome  of  V-'-t  Children  of  If- 
rael,  aru!    the.   dclerlion  of  ir.iiv,  even   of  the  nifcf- 
ples  ot  Ci-iiil",  at  the  i'  !l::iJiion  ct  the  heovcrlv  fup- 
]'rr,  with    the  prefcnt  ftate  of  Chrifiiani:',-.     H  ■pj.y  J 
ijavl  it  been  for  thol;    ipcrc<iu!ous'difcipIcs,  v.ho  left"'- 
aPvl  forfool:   Klus  a    h;5  laft  flipper,  had  t!iey   ftb^ 
iwi'icd  their  rir.ial,  blind  untkiiUr.oin^  10  the  doc- 
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trine  of  the  infallible  God,  «llie  Apoftles  did.  Add 
to  thefe  figures  of  the  Iiiichjirift,  the  pafchal  lanib^ 
andihe  facramental  bread,  &c.  and  compare  the  in- 
amty  of  the  old  type  with  the  fullnefs,  and  abfolute 
pcrfedlion  of  what  the  fuhftance  muft  contain  in  the 
new  law  of  grace,  and  you  cannot,  with  anv  colour 
of  juftice  or  reafon,  hefiiate  about  the  Caiholic,^or 
univtrfa!  doctrine  of  Tranfubfianiiaiion. 

Moreover,  as  the  eternal  Father  miraculoufly  re- 
fcucd  the  Ciiii.iren  of  liVacl  from liieir  (livery  in Egypt^ 
and  the  hands  of  a  crutl  tyrant,  and  b/ought  them 
dry  foot  through  the  drvad  womb  of  the  raging  fca 
into  the  Vv'ildernefs,  v.  'icrch.^  with  equal  power  anj 
wonder,  fed  them  with  ihe  manna  from  Heaven,  (the.* 
inlcrior  region  of  the  (klcs)  until  he   brought  them  to 
the  Land  of  Promlfc.    So  did  his  Son  Jefus  Chrift  re- 
fcue  and  rcdei'm   mankind  from  the  bondage  of  fin 
and  the  tyrant  of  hell,  and  led  us  emandpated  into 
the  ncweftiibliihed  l;in^::doiii  an*!  city  of  the  Heaven- 
ly Jerufalem  upon  l^arili.     And  10  fupport  and  pre- 
pare us  for  that  in  Heaven  above,  inllituted,  and  left 
us,  as  vifiblc  pledges  of  his  divine  love  and  grace, 
fevcn   fcnfible  f^^PF,  teeming  with  his  grace  in  the 
tojy  facraments  ;  bei/ig  the  fevon  pillars  wliich  fup- 
port the  tllvinc  labric  of  the  vifiblc  church  of  Chrift, 
So   does  Ke,  our  divine   Siviour,   in  like   manner, 
deliver  us  from  the  woful  ftaie  of  wr.ith,  and  cx- 
plufion  1 1  inn   ilie  "kingdom  of  Hcivcn,  in   which  we 
arc  barf. ;  and  bring  us,  bv  the  !avcr  of  fpi:itiial  re- 
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generation,  or  baptifra,  into  t^-ibappy  ftate  of  grace 
aiKi  conciliarion. 

In  like  manner,  doth  he,  alfo,  prepare  us  fof0te 
fpiriiual  manna  of  his  body  and  blond,  in  the 'hea- 
venly Eucbarift,  by  the  ficramenr  of  penance,  ftc 
&c.  by  which  ce!eft?al  bread  our  fouls  are  ftrengthw 
eo  with  the  true  nunna  of  falvarion,  during  ourfhort 
pilgrimage  in  this  (icftrt  of  crxiie,  until  we  arrive  at 
the  true  L'd'id  of"  IVoinife,  to  wit,  Heaven,  of  which 
that  of  Cajyaii  wus  a  B^ure. 

Let  us  alfo  remark  anoihtr  property  of  the  anient 
Aianna,  which  <s,  tiiat  it  exitled  but  ^  very  Hiort 
fpace of  time  wiihnut  corruption,  except  that  pariof

was  ii  fv^ure  ot"  the  rrue  flo'c  of  -ood  works,  iheme- 
rits  of  fa'th,  hope,  and  chanty,  hid  up  in  the  irea- 
fury  of  thr*  church,  tor  t'»'e  p/c^nrfcd  land  of  ever-

LORD     JESUS     CHRIST. 


N  compHaocc  with  your  rcqucft,  however  unequal 
to  the  taik,  I  fit  down  to  gratify  my  friend,  as  far  as 
I  am  able.  You  need  not,  at  thtfame  time,  cxpe£t: 
a  great  deal  more  here  than  ahiioft  a  recapitulatioa 
of  my  laft  letter  -,  by  which  you  faw,  that  I  declined 
the  formal  method  of  the  fchools,  as  I  da  in  this  ; 
beCAufe,  I  am  not  writing  to  a  graduate,  or  bred 
divine;  but  lo  a  gentleman,  I  am  facisfied,  of  fufH*^ 
C!cnt  learning,  and  fuperior  talents  to  many  haughty 
fchoIaHics  *.     It  had  been  much  ealier  for  me  to

I  do  not  mean  by  this  toattempt  do*  >- 
ing  a  thing  which  no  Biortafe|Dni  ever  did,  ofd^nrer  ' 
ihali  do ;  that  is^  to  explain  a  divine  myttcty  by  tk^ 
man  reafon  to  a.  demonftration,  for  if  this  tovld  be^ 
done,  it  would  take  away  the  merit  of  oqr'4iiib|  - 
and  it  would  not  become  him,  who  (aid*  bleftdaze  ■ 
^pby  who  bflievQ;and  i€e:not,  to-take.from.-nS'.cte'', 
caufe  of  that  eterrid  blefling  ;  whieh  would  be  the 
caft,  if  there  were  no  divine  myftery  of  faith  Apnt 
our  belief  andaiTent  to  the  infallible  authority  06  c^' 
reve«iing  God  to  the  teil,-  unto  whi«h  %re  aire  order*'* 
ed  toaquiefct,  and||timb]y  fubmit'our  weak  under*' 
ftanc!ing.     This  is  an  a6l  of  the  moft  reafonable  fiib"' 
mifTioni  and  religious  obedience,  refolved   intotbc 
authority  of  our  revealing  God.     But  Tranfubftan- 
liation  is  a  divine  myftery,  in  proof  and  confirmatioa' 
of  which,  Chrift  himfelf  gave  no  dther  anfwer,  or' 
argwinent  tothcfeof  his  incredulous  difcipTes,  aswe- 
have  faid  before,  but  a  repetition  of  his  laft  aiTerrion  j ' 
adding,  **  Verily,  verily,    I  fay  unto  you,  he  that 
will  not   eat   my  flcfti,   &c.  fKall    have   nolify 
This  is  the  text,  St.  John,  6.  54.     Then  Jefus  faid 

unto 


men  and  letters,  facred  and  prophane^  than  fupcrd^ 
lious^^eportment,  pride  andfiflgulari ry  j  nor  any  thing 
that  renders  one  ti\ort  ir.toIoBle. 
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into  then^  Amen,  I  fay  unto  you,  except  you  eat  the 
leili  f:f  tliC  3nn  of  Man,  and  drink  his  blood,  you 
fhall  not  have  life  in  you.  Verfe  55.  He  that 
eateth  my  flefti,  and  drinketh  my  blood,  hath  ever- 
lafting  life  :  and  1  v*ill  raife  him  up  at  the  laft  day, 
Verfe  56.  For  my  fledi  is  meat  indeed,  and  my 
jiood  is  drink  indeed,  Verfe  57.  He  that  eateih 
my  fleHi,  and  drinketb  my  blood,  abideth  in  me> 
and  I  in  him.  v- 

.  You  fee,  from  thefe  repeated  aflertions,  the  doc^* 
PrineofTranfubftantiation  confirmed,  even  upon  oath  j 
by  the  mourhof  Chrill: :  for  when  he  faid,  verily, 
h«  confirmed  what  he  faid  by  the  eternal  Truth  ;  and 
he  was  that  eternal  Truth  himfelf.  This  was  all  the 
explanation  he  gave  of  this  dirire  niyftery :  and 
would  not  once  faying,  .this  is  myb)t!y,  be  fufficient 
from  the  infallible  lips  of  Chrift,  to  any  one  that  had 
the  light  of  faith,  to  believe  he  w.s  the  fon  of  the 
lidng  God  ?  Wbo  can  fay,  u'r'.  iru.h,  that  he  be- 
lieves in  him,  whiltl  he  denies  any  thin.^  that  he  rca- 
vealed?  Is  it  becaufe  this  revealed  do6lrine  is  a  deep 
xnyllery,  and  confequen»i)  above  our  reafon,  like  all 
other  divine  myfteries?  if  h  be  for  that  reafon,  as  it 
certainly  is,  any  one  may,  for  the  fame  reafon,  dif- 
claim,  and  difcredit  the  entire  facreddepofit  of  faith: 
for  as  our  holy  religion  is,  confeiTcdly,  founded  upon 
divine  myfteries,  it  is  as  confeiTedly  granted,  that  if 
myfteries  could  be  demonftrable  by  human  rcifon, 
they  could  be  no  longer  myfter'es.  A.s  St.  Auftin 
fays,  Fides  non  habet  merittpn^  ubi  humana  ratia^jfehet

*  The  belief  of  the  mod  idoraWe  Trinity,  end *e 

incflrnalion  of  the  eternal  MTord^  that  is,  the  So«  df 
God  Jefus  Chrift,  &c.  is  as  much  tbcrrt  J|iiauM 
r^fon  as  the  holjr  dodlrine  of  Tranfubftantiarioo  caa 
iA  and  tu]]  as  inexf^iicable ;  bur  the  do^triie  cf 
Traiifurbftai^riatron  is  asfuDy.and  exprefly  reveafe^' 
and  cofifimned  by  divine  prirccpt»  aa  the  incarnliidil' 
&c.  which  the  texts  already  cited^  »iid  many  beiNV 
afcertarn.  Therefore/  we  are  as  mucji  obiigcflJ»  hf 
divine  faith,  to  belfcre  the  one  as  the  other. 

Luke,  24.  30.  And  it  Came  to  pafs,  whii^hewas 
at  table  w!>h  hem,  he  took  bread,  aTid  bleffed,  and 
brake,  and  gave  to  them.  \cT^t  31.  And  thtif 
eyes  were  opened,  and  they  knew  him  and  yaoi/h* 
ed  out  of  their  fight.  Verfe  55.  And  thejt  told 
what  things  were  done  in  the  woy :  and  how  tbcy 
knew  him  in  the  breaking  of  breads  Verfe  ^ 
And  whiltl  tlicy  were  faying  ihefe  thing*,  Jefus  ftood 
in  the  micill  of  them,  and  faith  to  them  :  peace  be 
to  yoti,  it  is  I,  fear  not.  You  fee  by  that  context, 
what  wr.ysr  and  means  the  divire  Saviour  madcufc 
of,  to  coijftnn  the  world  in  the  dc6lrine  of  this  great 
mydery,  b;:ffure  and  after  his  death  and  refurre^ioni 
Now,  Chrift  was  but  tbf^e  dayr  abfent,  when  his 
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i>wn  difciples  couM  not  know  him,  by  hJs  face,  or 
by  ills  voice,  or  divine  doArine  :  yet  their  eyes  were 
opened,  and  they  knew  him  in  the  breaking  of 
bread  Therefore,  it  is  in  this  divine  noyftcry  of 
the  Lord's  Supper,  that  he  reveals  his  true  prefence, 
by  the  gift  of  faith,  unto  thofe  who  Grd  feek  him  in 
parnefl,  long  with  trouble  and  ardent  deiire  to  fee 
bi.Ti  ;  and  who  hear  him  with  burning  hearfs  until 
the  evening,  (which  alludes  \o  (he  end  of  life ;} 
Mfho  invite  him  to  come  home  with  them  ta  fup  to- 
gether, as  the  difciples  did.  It  is  to  fuch  thatG^ 
reveals  the  hidden  myfteries  of  his  divine  faith,  and 
the  divine  manna  of  rhis  facrament.  The  Lord 
flieweth,  by  this  falutary  icffon  of  inftru^ion,  how 
little  we  ought  to  depend  upon  our  human^,know- 
ledge  and  fallible  fenfes,  where  there  is  queflion 
about  fupernaiuial  fubjeds:  For  when  the  difciples 
of  the  Lord  did  not  know  thtir  divine  mafler,  after 
three  days  abfcnce,  it  is  no  wonder  ihty  could  not 
believe  what  they -could  not  fee,  nor  feci,  nor  hear, 
nor  underftand,  without  the  fupcrnatural  gift  of  di- 
vine faith.  And  it  was  becaufe  they  heiitaicd,  and 
began  to  doubt  what  Chriil  told  them  before  his  death, 
that  he  concealed  himfelf  from  thtni,  as  well  if  to 
inftrud  mankind  in  the  belief  of  his  real  prefence, 
until  he  confirmed  thtm  in  their  Humbling  faith,  by 
repeating  the  heavenly  banquet  of  his  lafl  fupper  bc» 
fore  his  dtaih.  And  as  foon  as  Jclus  took»  bleficd, 
and  brake  the  breod,  they  knew  him  ;  and  filled  full 
of  rtiame  and  conUifion,  fgr  their  weJikneis  of  taitb. 
You  are  to  obferve  here,  thwe  is  no  mention  made 
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of  tbe  cup  ;  and  confequentlyy  that  commumon  w»r 
6cr  one  kind  is  fuflicicnty  &c. 

In  like  manner,  doth  the  Lord  conceal  faioDfelf 
froai  tbofe  who  do  not  only  ftunible,  byt  flatly  deny 
what  he  pofitively  fa) s  and  confirms.    And  whilkpeo* 
pie  remain  in  that  Hate  of  flat  incredulity,  without 
feeking  and  iighiag  for  tbe  prefence  of  the  -Lord  tct 
enlighten  their  grofs  underftacding  by  divine  faidi, 
it  is,  alas!  improbable  that  the  Lord  will  meet  them 
jip  the  way  to  Emmaus,  i.  c,  on  this  way  to  eteroi- 
tfi  to  open  the  eye  of  their  faith.     For  when  tbe  ' 
Lord  appeared  to  thefe  difciples,  they  were  fad  and  • 
forrowful  for  his  abfence,  for  bis  death  and  erud 
paflion ;    and  they  wire  going  about,   loofing  for 
him,  or  any  account  of  him,  and  they  found  Km,   ' 
ir.deeJ,  in  the  myftery  of  the  holy  Sacrament,  feck 
r.rd  thcu  flialt  find,  &c.     And  Ads,  ii.  42,     And 
they  wtrc   pcrfcvering  in  the  dodtrine  of  the  Apo-    1 
files,  and  in  the  communication  of  the  breaking  of    I 
bread,    and  in  prayer.     Verfe  46.  And  continuing 
clai'y  with  one  accord  in  the  temple,  and  breaking 
bread  from  hf  ufe  to  houfe,  &c. 

It  is  no  wonder,  indeed,  the  Apoftlcs,  and  the 
rillowers  ofChrift  fliouJd  perfevere  fteadfaftly  in  the 
breaking  of  this  heavenly  bread,  and  in  thankfgiving 
and  prayer;  (Ince  it  was,  in  the  bleffing  of  the 
Lord,  and  in  the  brfaki?>g  tbe  bread  of  his  adora- 
bl.  bipquct,  thar  he  tfUcly  coiDmunicaied  bimfelf 
-^nto  them,  and  opened  their  eyes  to  believe  the  hid- 
den 
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•n  myftery  of  his  divine  prefcuce,  when  ihfy  oould 
>t  knew  him  by  his  human  prefence.  You  fee, 
erefore,  that  by  that  one  act  the  Lord'revealej  him- 
If,  as  God  and  roan,  *at  one  atid  the  fame  time, 
7  ivliich  gracious  a6t,  he  opened  the  corporeal  at 
ice,  and  the  fpiruual  eyes  ot  his,  Iiiiherio  weak 
id  blind  difciples,  and  led  the  inr.erior,  by  opening 
e  exterior  eye,  to  fee  by  faiih  thefe  hidden  truths, 
hici>  are  not  to  be  feen  by  the  unafllfted  light  of  na- 
re  and  reafon.  Mat.  xxvi.  26.  And  -whilft  they 
ere  at  fupper,  Jefus  took  the  bread  and  blefledi, 
id  brake,  and  gave  to  his  dilciples,  and  faid,  take  ye,  * 
id  eat:  this  is  tny  body.  Verfe -27.  And  taking  the 
laiice,  he  gave  thanks,  and'  gave  to  them,  facing, 
•ifjk  ye  all  of  this.  It  is  to  be  obferved  here,  that 
lis  was  fpokcn  to  the  Twelve  Apofties,  who  were 

len  fitting  at  the  table. And  they  all  drapkof  it, 

ys  St.. Mark,  xiv.  23. 

It  does  not,  by  any  means,  follow  from  thefe  wortJs, 
'hich  were  fpoken  to  the  difciples,  that  all  the  falih- 
il,  men  and  women,  are  ordered  to  drink  of  the 
balice,  any  more  than  all  the  faithful  are  ordered 
)  confecrate  the  bread,  and  break,  and  adminifter 

to  the  reft,  and- offer  it.  For  it  was  by  virtue  of 
itfe  words  that  God  confecrated  the  bread,  and 
banged  its  element,  &c.  and  gave  his  difciples  pow- 
r,  the  facred  power  of  priefthood,  to  do  the  fame: 
hat  is,  to  confecrate,  offer,  and  adminiller  the  fame, 
'orhedefitedthcmtodo'as  he  ihen  did.  I.ukexxii,i9, 
)o  ye  this,  in  comiuenioration  of  nie,  &:c.  VeifezS.

Which  plainly  fliews  the  difference 
between  the  two  ads,  that  of  offering  it  as  a  facri- 
fice^  which  is  the  province  of  a  prieft  alone,  and  the 
receiving  it  as  a  facrament  only.  Wherefore,  the 
apoftles  and  their  fucceffors  were  commanded  to  of-' 
fer  (he  adorable  facriBce,  to  fhew  the  Lord's  death 
&c.  But  the  offering  of  bis  Isady  alone,  without  of- 
fering alfo  his  blood,  which  was  the  feal'of  the  New 
Teftament,  as  the  word  fays,  inJiis  hUod^  would  not 
fully  fliew  and  reprefeni  the  bloody  death  of  Chrift : 
for  as  his  blood,  %o  the  lad  drop,  was.  fevered  from 
his  body,  even  to  the  ferum,  or  water,  at  his  cruel 

•  death  on  the  crofs,  and.  confequently  offered,  in  this 
feparate  manner,  even  fo  he  commanded  his  apeftles 
to  offy^r  his  body  and  ^lood  feparately,  as  he,  their 
then  vifible  head  and  high  prieft  did  at  his  laft  fup* 
per,  and  commiffioned  them  and  their  tcue  fucceflors 

'  alone  to  do  in  like  manner.     But  no  man^  fure,  will 

^  £iy,  that  that  commidlon  ever  did,  or  ought  to  extend 
to  the  iaity.  Wherefore,  the  facrament  of  his  body 
i|  lone  is  to  be  received  by  the  laity,  who  .never  got 

-the  power  to  fliew  forth  the  Lord's  death,  byconfe* 
crating  and  offering  his  body  and  blood  together. 
Verfe  27.  Wherefore,  whoever  flia  11  eat  rhis-bread, 

■  or  drink. the  chalice   of  the  Lord  unworthily,  fhall. 

iibe  guilty  of  the  body  and  of  the  blof)d  of  the  Lord.

Note;  Verfe  27.  Cr  drinks  which  m  the-trae 
tranfl&tion  of  the  original ;  but  the  Proreftant  tranfla-^ 
tion  is  corrupted.  Foridfteadof^  or  drinks  tbe/haTC 
put  down,  and  drink^  contrary  tp  the  original  text^ 
in  order  by  this,  to  render  the  taking  of  the  chaJice 
as  indifpenfibly  neceflary  for  all  men  as  the  hea\renly 
bread.  For  the  words  of  the  text  alldw  fktvtlioa, 
by  recervitig  under  either  kind.  Which  is  plaia* 
by  the  tett,  whofoerer  eats  this  bread*  or  drinks  the 
chalice*  ftc.  flialf  be  guifty  of  the  body  and-tif 
the  blood  of  the  Lord*  For,  as  I  hinted  alreadyf 
when  Chrift  tnftituted  this  adorable  faterament,  he 
addreffed  his  apoilles,  and  gave  them  the  power  to 
confccratc,  offer,  &c.  as  he  then  did;  confcquenl- 
iy,  they  eat  and  drank,  and  offered  along  with  him, 
for  he  ordained  them  priefts,  at  the  very  fame  time; 
and  commanded  them  to  do  as  he  did.  It  is  for  that 
reafon,  that,  t%  often,  as  a  prieft  confecrates,  he 
offers  alfo  the  divine  facrifice  of  the  body  and  blood 
of  the  Lord,  and  receives  under  both  kinds,  as  Chrift 
and  his  apoftles  did.  But  this  is  a  power  that  Chrift 
never  gave  to  the  laity,  who  are  to  receive  the  bread 
of  life  from  the  facred  hand  of  the  anointed  prieft. 
which  is  the  univerfal  difcipline  of  the  chnrch :  and 
the  is  the  bcfl  judge  of  difcipline,  &c.

For  how  ftiould 
the  unworthy  communicant  becomf  guilty  for  not 
difcerning,  or  believing,  or  diftinguiftiing,  (which 
IS  the  meaning  of  the  word  difcerning)  *  the  body  of 

the  Lord,  in  the  facrament,  if  his  body  was  not 
really  In,  that  facrament.  Would  the  gracious  'Sort' 
of  God  pronounce  judgment  againft  any  one,  fornot 
difcerning  his  body  where  it  is  rot  ?  It  therefore 
p/ainfy  follows,  that  thofe  who  do  not  diftinguIlK 
the  body,  by  true  faith,  from  the  external  accidents, 
ta  wit,  colour,  figure,  &c,  receive  unworthily, 
and  become?  gtjHty.'  The  dead  letter  killeth  ;  but 
the  fpirit  giveth  life.  For,  thofe  who  penetrate 
no  deeper  than  the  furface'form  their  opinions, 
(faiih  excludes  opinion)  according  to  what  they  fee  and 
feel,  and  then  conclude  there  is  no  myftery,  nothing 
within  rhe  dead  letter  but  dead  matter;'  nplhrng  in 
the  facrament  but  a  cruft  of  bread.

This  doflrine  U  incon^lften^;  that  is,  I  have  one 
mode  of  iVith,  by  which  1  beli«ve  I  lie  body  of  Chrift 
is  not  received  in  the  I^Cramen'  of  Eiis  lifl  fuppcr: 
although  he  faid  at  his  laft  fuppcr,  when  he  bleffed 
and  broke  (he  bread,  this  ii  my  body — this  isatj- 
blood— which  ihali  be  offered — nnd  (lied  lot 
you.  And  though  1  read  in.  my  book  of  coitimoi 
prLiyer,  (hat  the  body  and  blood  of  the  Lord  is  (he 
iaward  pan  v>d  fubftaoce  of  the  iacrainetii ;  and 
another  mode  of  belief,  ihati  verily  receive  his  bo- 
dy and  hlood  as  oHen  as  I  receive  the  fsme  fucra- 
liiem  ;  aithougii  1  do  not  believe  it  lO  be  in  the  fa- 
crament.at  all:  but.  I  bel)«ve,  I  receive  it  by  faith 
alone.  Whocan  dndeifland  ihis.laoguage?  therefore, 
ii  niuft- be  according  w,  and  in  confequence  of  yout 
faitb  .alone;  and  not  in -confequence. of  ihe  infliiu* 
ttoa  of.Chrift,  at  hii  fa£l  fupper,  that  his  body  coinfs 
unto.  fOU  to  be  received  without-  the  faerainentil 
element!-  And  confequently,  that  the  facramenti 
of  the  new  law  operarc,  rot  ^x  eif<tre  oftrate,  but  tx 
spire  ipernniis,  like  the  types  of  the  old  barren  (aw. 
That  is,  tkai  the  ficrmentB  of  the  new  law  confer 
grace,  not  from  the  in(litulion,-of  Chrift,  but  by  ihe  ' 
.  faich  alone  of  the  receiver  and  adminiflrator.  Aifd 
1  confequently,  thai   the  fupernaiuial-virtuE  annexed  ' 
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to  the  facftments,  derives  from  the  hhh  of  tnant 
and  not  from  the  ioftitutionand  power  of  Chriil:  and 
that  the  facrameirti  of  the  new  law  of  grace  are  as 
firuitlefs  and  barren  as  their  old  types  the  facrameiHs 
of  the  old  law  have  been.     Moreover>^^ . 

What  is  this  kmd  of  faith  you  pretend  to  receive 
the  body  of  the  Lord  by  founded  upon  ?  if  it  be  an 
article  of  divine  faith,  it  ought  to  be  founded  upon  the 
revealed  will  and  word  of  God  ;  but  it  is  not  foun* 
ded  on  that  inkllible  bails;  for  you  have  not  the 
word  of  God  for  it.  If  you  had  th<  word  of  God 
far  It,  it  muft  be  fpoken  when  he  actually  Mituted 
the  facrament,  or  elfewhere  ;  but  the  Lord,  a{  the 
inilitution  of  this  facrament  and  facrifice  of  the  altar^ 
fpoke  not  of.  giving  his  body  to  be  received  by  faith  ; 
,  but  to  be  given  and  received  really  and  corporally, 
for  he  pofitively  faid,  thitis  my  baiy^^ihis  is  my 
^/W— take  and  eat,  &c.  He  that  will  not  eat  my 
flefh,  and  driak  my  blood,  iliall  have  no  life—- my 
fleih  is  food,  and  my  blood  is  drink  indeed.  Where 
does  the  Lord,  mention  the  word,  by  faiths  in  all 
thefe  texts,  or  elfewhere  00.  this  fubjedt?  where  does 
he. fay,  this  is  my  body,  by  faith  alone?  take  it,  and 
eat  my  flefb,  and  drink  my  blood,  by  faith  \  as  /f  it 
were  my  body  and  blood,  I  order  you  to  beliVve, 
that  as  often  as  you  receive  this  facramental  bread 
and  wine,  to  belic^veyou  receive  my  bocjy  and  blood, 
by  faith,  though  you  really  and  truely  receive  neither. 
Would  the  eternal  Truth  declare,  that  it  was  his  real 
bady  and  blood  he' gave  to  eal,  if  it  were  not  his  body*

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TkU  coQtradi£lioii  is  too  clear  to  require  one  word  of 
argument  to  prove  It  (o.  You  have  faith,  therefore,  ', 
to  believe  you  receive,  and  eat,  and  drink  the  body 
and  blood  of  Chrift,  or  you  equivocate,  and  furely 
diilemble.  By  acknowledging  you  receive  his  body, 
&c.  by  faith,  youconfe  fs,  that  you  belie  veyou  doreceive 
the  fame,  as  often  as  you  eat  the  elements  of  bread 
and  wine.  You  mud,  therefore,  receive  the  real 
.  natural  body  of  the  Lord,  or  not  his  body  at  all  ;  fir 
be  has  no  other  body  of  ficfli  and  blood.  I  do  not 
believe  you  pretend  to  receive  the  myftical  body  of 
Chrift,  which  'is  ihe.Church,  inftcad  of  Chiift.

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Buf  fiaceyou  confefs  that  you  receive  the  body  of 
the  Lord,  evenby  faiib,  his  body  con Tcquentiy  njuft 
be  pre  fen  t  to  you  tor  being  received,  for  if  it  were 
abfenc,  you  could  not  receive  it.     It  ^ud,  therefore, 
beprefent  when  you  take  it,  within  or  without  the 
fac-amcntal  .elements.     Yoii  Uy,  without  tht?  ele- 
ments: you  mud,  therefore,  confefs  you  believe  the 
Lord's  body  is  prefcnt,  and  enters  into  your  body,  zfi 
ofteo  as  you   eat  the  elements;   .which  leaves  the 
myftcry  of  thisdodtrjnc  as  inomprehcr.fible,  in  your

Ton  deny  tht  lalteri.- 
therefore^  youmuftjiUow  the   former,  if  you  fiAnd 
t9  rcafon.     One  thine  cannot  be  ajid  not  .be  ;  reaf: 
and  not  real  i  prefentajid.abfent  at  one  and  ch^  fal^  ' 
iime«    You. fay  yoa  receive  the  body  and  blood  of*" 
Chrift,  by  faith,  and  at  the  fame  time,  deny  his  rqd. 
pre^ce.     But  if  his  body  is  neither  prefent  in  tie«. 
iacntment  nor  out  of  it  when  yoa.  eat  the  elenientf,,  ] 
you  cahnot  rect^iYC  it.  at.  all  {and  confequently»  that    ' 
kind  of  faith  yon  pi^cteod  to  receive  by,  deceivctx 
you,  and  becomes  a  perfe6t  paradox,  &c.  whilft  yoa 
deny  his  real  prcfepce,  you  affcrt  hisabfence.  When, 
you  confefs  you.  receive  bis  body  and  Mood,   jtqu. 
maintain  his  real  prefence,  either  under  the  form  oi*. 
bread  and  wine,  or  out  of  it..    Thercfofe,  you  affcrt 
his  prefence  and.  abfence,  as  often  as   you  eat  the< 
elements,   at   one  and  the   fame  time;  and  confe* 
quently,  that  you  reaHy  receive  him,  and  receive  him , 
not.     For  Chrlft  cannot  be  received  without  his  bo;.- 
dy,  his  divinity  and  humanity  being  in feparable. 

ff  Chrlft,  therefore,  doth  not  exhibit,  and  really* 
prefent  his  body  arid  blood  to  be  received,  either  un- 
djer  the  form  of  bread  and  wine,  or  out  of  it,  how 
can  you  pretend  to  receive  him,  by  faith,. or  other^ 
wife  ?  that  fort  of  faith  would  be  perfcftly  falUcions^ 

aiu 
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at  we  have  proved  before.  Befide,  how  can  he  faj, 
tkat  he  receives  the  bcdy  of  Chrift  upon  earth;  wiio 
fays,  that  Chrift  never  was  upon  earth,  in  or  out  of  the 
facramoni,  fince  he  afcended  into  Heaven>?  how  can 
tbefe  contradi£lion&lpok.in  the  face  of  fenfe  or  reafon?  - 

By  acknowledging  you  eat  his  body  and  drink  his 
blood,  by  faith  even,  you  cannot  deny,  withouc 
contradiction,  that  Chrift  comes  to  you  to  be  thus 
received;  fmce  you  believe  you  receive  him  at  alj» . 
in  or  out  of  the  facramcnt.  But  thoufands  eat  the 
facramental  elements,  at  one  and  the  fame  inftant  of 
time  ;  therefore,  the  Lord  facramentally  reproduceth 
his  body  or  reproduces  it  without  the  facrament  as  . 
often  as  people  receive  thefe  elements.  Allowing, 
without  admitting,  that  he  is  received  according  to 
your  own  way  of  believing,  without  the  facrament, 
it  is,  infinitely  more  coniittenc  with  reafon,  grounded 
on  his  own  divine  word,  that  he  gives  his  body  and 
blood  under  the  fpecits  of  bread,  and  wine :  unleft 
you  deny  him  the  power  of  changing  one  fubftance  in- 
to another,  bread  into  Beihand  wine  into  blood;  which 
no  Chriftian  can  deny.  For  the  latter  we  have  a  di- 
vine warrant,  for  the  former  we  have  not.  For  the 
one  we  have  the  concurrent  teflimony  and  authority 
of  the  Univerfal  Church,  from  the  beginning  to  this 
day  ;  but  for  the  other  we  have  none  before  Beren- 
garius  that  made  a  fe6t  to  deny  the  Real  Prcfence  ; 
and  he  recanted.  Luther  himfelf,  one  of  the  mod 
audacious,  violent  deferters  from  the  mother  church, 
WlieX«<i  ihereial  prcfence  of  .Cbrift's  body  fn  the  far

**  cd.     Certainly,  in  fo  many  fathers,  and  in  fo  nt- 
''  ny  writings,  the  negative  might  be  found  inomif 
**  4/iem,  had  tbey  thought  theiody  and  Hood  of  Ckrift 
**  *was  ml  really  prefent.     But  they  are  all  of  thflB 
**  unanimous.*'    Tims  far  the  great  reformer  Luther. 
Indeed,  Luther  was  not  a  difpafTionate,  polite  argf 
mentator.     A  man  may  defend  his  caufe  with  nuKle- 
jation,  and  good  manners,  and -not  to  abufe  his  at- 
tagonift. 

Luther,  therefore,  (Irikes  out  a- middle  way  W- • 
tween  the  Catholics,  Zuinglians,    Sacramentariaiu^  ■ 
and   Calvinifts.     He    believes   the   Real    Frefence, 
'  without  a  change  ;  or  tranfubftantiation  of  the  elc* 
-mcntij  which  they  callimpanation,  &c.  but  Luther 
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was  not  the  firft  I'vciuor  of  this  do^Strinc.  Fgr  Bc- 
rcngarius,  after  'lavIng  been,  as  we  CM  before,  tried 
and  condemned,  firft  for  denying  ilie  R?al  Prcfcrce, 
flibmitted,  and  aftcrw;:rds  rclapfed,  and  was  con- 
demned again,  and  a^a'n.  B.  ing  thus  ciofelj  pur* 
fued,  and  often,  like  a  U>x  unlet  mt- led,  he  new  mo- 
del led  Ills  dodrinc,  Uowi'Trar.fuhftunli'nion  ro  CorJuh-

ftanriatiotiy  as  a  laft  retort,  and  inirencliinerit.  As 
Guiiraandus  l^-iys.  Guit  1.  1.  adv.  Beron.  p.  4^1,  &c. 
&c.  And  it  was  with  no  little  trouble  aud  ditlk-ulty, 
thar  the  Cathjiic  Ciiurch  brought  him  to  this  Jaft 
confJfiori ;  who.  Upon  ^urtheriryal  and  conjuration, 
condemned  himf  If,  and  finned  another  confcflim  of 
faith,  Wilder  Gregory  VII  in  a  ccmxil  hi  Id  at  Hornet 
Council  VI.  fub  (rp'g.  VII.  T  10  Con.  Hib.  An. 
1079.  He  coi.ltHl'd,  **  iliHt  the  bread  and  wine, 
which  «re  pl«cetl  on  «hf  altar,  by  the  authority,  by 
the  my  fiery  ol  the  holy  power,  and  the  words  of  Je- 
fus  Chrilt,  are  fuMla-Jiialiy  changed  into  tlie  true 
life-giving,  ai>d  proper  flclTi  of  Jcfus  Ch^ift,  &c. 
thus,  the  liert'(y  of  Bercngarius  hiivin^  been  quickly 
cruilicd,  could  find  no  iliclter,  cx/epi  amongft  the 
Mancchc'?».ns,  who  infilled,  ao'l  intt£lcd  the  Well 
with  crrots,  and  b'atphemy.  'he  church  hereupon, 
ever  fbii'jirous  ab-^ui  ilic  fpiritual  c?.re  and  h  :.l;l-  of 
her  un:ve:f:«I  firjck,  an.\  wliicb  never  can  cjanivo  at 
error,  <Vc.  ca Ilea  a  general  courjcil,  as  fhr:  \\\u\  done 
before  :i'/'.inf:  t:-,e  Arl.ins  ar.d  N.tlori;ins,  & :.  w  ifh 
i[w  did  ill  t''.»s  •:;:-rncr,  iir.!.  r  .l::"(i:i:i)l  HF.  in  the  great 
CouT^cil  0}  l.;ivran,  A.!.).

ever  held  in  fo  great  efteem,  that  the  worlr*  called  . 
it,  by  way  of  excellence,  the  General  Coundii  al»': 
though  there  were  many  general  councils  befidcft  ,; 
The  fathers  of  this  coufvcil  made  ufe  of  the  woil  | 
Tranfuijiaruifffi9h ;  nor  could  they  find  a  more  propel^   ■ 
term  ro  exprei's  in  one  word  the  t»ue  idea  of  the  i?Arf 
Frejence,     It  lerved  as  a  fixed  lanci-mnrk  agninft  the 
fopKiftry  and  fubiihics  ct  revolting  innovators,  wha 
endeavoured  to  dtceire  the  unwary  with  .equivocf 
tions.     Thus  di^  the  Council  of  Nice  ufurp,  or  afCf 
the  word  fJomoufion.  to  guard  the  faithful  agai:>ft  the 
artifice  of  the  Arians,  who,  to  inipofe  upon  tbem, 
mace  ufe  of  the  word  Ofwufion ;  for  thefe  two  woidi 
differ  not  in  found,  and  very  little  in  orthography ;  the 
afptr  hy  however,  altars  the  fenfe  of  the  word  fo  faff 
that  with  the  h  it  is  corfubflaniial,  or  of  the  fame  i«- 
turc  and  tlfence;  but  without  that  h^  i.  e.  cuioufiofli 
it  is  no  more  than,  like  the  nature  ok  cflerce.     Thii 
the  Arians  made  ufe  of  to  fign"«fiethat  Jcfus  Chriflif 
no  UK)re  than  like  the  Father;  but  net  of  the  veiy 
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fame  identical  nature  and  fubftance.  You  fee  how 
cautious  and  fagacious,  no  woiuier,  the  true  church  . 
is,  (quae  nee  facit,  nee  racet  errorem)  to  guard  againft 
the  fubtle  craft  and  fubterfuge  of  \iercCy.  h\  like 
manner,  the  Council  of  Vph«fusufcJ  the  worc^  T/w 
ofocos,  i.  e.  Mnther  of  God,  &c.  &c.  Now,  you  fee 
that  Luther  only  renewed  what  had  be^nlo^g  before 
him  condemned  in  B'.»rengarius,  the  neft  of  Manichc- 
«ns,  &c.  the  Zuinglians,  Sacramentarians,  and  Cal- 
Yinians,  in  like  maaner,  &c.  &c. 

I  would  beg  leave,  therefore,,  to  alk,  whether  it 
be  more  wife  and  falutary,  to  follow  the  antiwnc  uni- 
verfal  doctrine  of  the  church  in  the  unity,  Uniforooi- 
tjy  uninterrupted  dogmata,  and  (iicceflion  of  her 
hierarchy  through  all  ages,  nations,  kingdoms,  and 
countries  in  the  world,  through  which  her  child rdl 
watered  the  tarth  with  rheir  blood,,  before  and  after 
thefe  herefies  and  fchifms  began  to  fhcw  their  heads, 
than  to  follow  thefe  refra^ory  innovators,  who  ret)el- 
Jed  againil  their  fpiritual  iliother,  the  holy  church, 
and  obftmately,  and  proudly  fet  up  a  new  labaium, 
or  ftandard  of  their  owa  fancy  and  invention,  a^.iinft 
the  approved  univerfal  dodtrine  of  their  lawful  liipe- 
riors;  for  which  ihcy  have  been,  all  and  tynry  one 
of  them,  as  they  ftarted  up,  and  perfevered  in  iheir 
errors,  condemned  by  the  church,  through  all  ages, 
down  to  the  laft  gejieral  Council  of  Trent  ? 

Befide.  can  any  rational,  and  but  tolerably  infor- 
med Chriftian,  think,  or  believe,    that  the  church,. 
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built  and  eftabliflied  by  ChriH  Mmfelfy  could  h^t$r 
tirdy  loft-  or  fall  a  prey  to^he  powers  of  daikncCi^ 
contrary  to  bis  repeated  premifes  of  fnpportuig  dl , 
fame  againft  the  powers  of  darknefi»  and 'fpirit  v] 
error  for  ever  ?    or  that  the  (ame  cfiurcfa  of  Cbri(i 
founded  on  an  immoveable  rock»  aa  he  iaid  hiin61( 
&c.  and  fecured  under  .a  covenant  of  grftce»  lefhi' 
in  (he  teftament  of  his  bloody  could  -be  lefs  permt* 
nent  and  perfed»  than  the  temporary  church  of  tkl! 
old  law,  *i.  e.  the  fynagogue,  which  was  no  oiOrt 
than  the  barren  type  of  the  new  church  of  Chriftt 
but  if  the  c(iurch  of  Chrfft,  at  any  timet  could  et^; 
tirely  fall,  &c.  and  lye  defeated  under  the^  poma ; 
of  darftaefs,  until  an  impious  Anut,  Manicheus,  PelO* 
gins,  Berengarius,  a  monk  with  his  confbrt  Mm,  Ot 
tfaarine  Boren,  &c.  &c.  and  not  nvo  of  all  thofe  af ' 
the  fame  perfuafion  or  opinion,  in  point  ot  do^rinCf 
could  be  deemed   lawful,  or  proper  indruments to 
raife  again  ^nd  reftore  that  univerfal  fallen  church, 
the  old.  fynagouge  muft,    in   this   hypothpfis,  have 
been  far  more  perfect,  permanent,  and  imuioveabte, 
than  the   church  of  Chrift.     For  it  is  certain,  ihtt 
church  flood  till   Chrift  came.     But,  according  to 
thofe  who  deferted  the  church  cftaolifhed  by  Chrift 
and  his  apoftles,  it  fell  under  the  powers  of  darknefi, 
Jong  before  Lurher  and  his  cottniporaries  appeared  in 
the  world,    and  lay  fo,  until  Luther  broke  his  vows 
of  celibacy,  and  took  the  nun,  Catharine  Boren,  ool 
of  her  convert  to  be  his  coadjutrix  in  reftoMiig  and 
reforniln?  the  fallen  church.      Is  r.ot  the  church,  cfta- 

bli/hedby  Chrift,  cal  ltd  his. immaculate  fpoufe?  and 

■    I  can 
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can  anyone  think,  that  llie  would  become  the  fpoufc 
of  Satan?  was  flie  not  lo  continue  the  fair,  unftain- 
ed,  unwrinklcd  fpcufe  of  the  Lord  uoon  eanh,  un- 
til he  c^me  ngain  to  change  her  terreftria!  habiration» 
mnd  tranflarc  her  into  Heaven  ? 

There  is  not  one  point  of  do£l-ine  contefted  and 
controverted  between  Catholics  and  Sectaries,  or  even 
in  Scripture,  more  eafy  to  prove,  than  the  Infallibi- 
lity of  the  church  eftabliflicH  by  Chrift,  and  the  fu- 
premicy  of  St.  Peter  and  his  lawful  furcefr)rs.  For, 
without  citfRg  any  warrant  from  Scripture,  which  ' 
IS  exprefly  teeming  with  proofs  to  maintain  thefe 
points,  let  a  man  confnlt  reafon,  and  expediency, 
and  he  will  conclude,  that  it  would  not  become  the 
infinite  wifdom  of  the  Son  of  G^d,  to  found  his  church 
upon  a  h.Ci  permanent  bafis  of  ei^iftance  than  the 
old  Tyntj^ogue  of  the  Jews,  that  was  only  a  figure  of 
Chrift*s  church  ;  or  that  he  would  eftabliih  a  hierar- 
chy, or  facred  government,  upon  fuch  a  fandy  foun- 
dation, as  to  be  obnoxious  to  univerfal  error  and 
falfehood  ;  and  confequently  fall  down,  by  the 
ft«srms  of  Mell,  in  a  few  years,  or  cen'uiics  even. 
But  the  r-jafon  why  Co  clear  p.  point  is  fo  much  im- 
pugnecS  or  denied  by  fe^aries  is,  bt»cauf<;  the  al- 
lowing this  point  wouM  end  all  confrovi-rl;/,  and 
defeat  all  pretended  rt»urniat'ons  of  I'^e  morher 
church.  But  as  this  is  not  the  fubjedt  under  confide- 
ration,  I  ilia  11  ntt  dwell  longer  on  it. 

What  I  have  already  quoted  from  Martin  Luther,  • 

i»  regard  to  his  brethren  reformers'  figurative  dodlrine,  ■ 
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pafled  human  BnderftundrBg,  mky  (hould  cnligbcavAt 
Chriftfans  fo  much  wonckr-aH  the  dirin'e^  mytujr  <at^' 
the  octttjt  tnd  miracaloixa  dilKarenct  ^t^^tK^tbe  M^ 
ward  |nrt,  or  fpecies-of  bread,  and  the  i»vft»r<l.fi^: 
ftance,  to  wir,  the  true  and  real  b^ctjr-df  ChriB^.* 
wbieh  he  himfelf  calls  fiefh  jihdeed,  aod  mcvHadee^k.' 
given  for  our  fpiritual  food.  Why  tHea  fiio«tt«a^ 
one  (lumble  In  his  f9ifh,;f)ecaiire  be  fees  •jiQK^''ftflJl** 
notthe'bo/i7  of  the  Lord  ia'tbeSacranicnti^*'fi1jfcf^.';'

of  the  fame?  Tbefc;,«vho  peofttrate  no  dieepervifaatt 
thefiuface  form  grois  carnal  J[udgmeBt9-vpoainatlica^ 
of  faiths  like  the  ihcredujoua  difclptea^t^lfea  iikt: 
St.  Tbo^as,  who  wotiidTiot  ibeiievc  Aie  ifetentttr 
on  pf  Ms  divine  mailer  by  hlseye»>  untilhe  w^old' 
feel  with  his  Iiand  the  wounds  which  the  nails  \tft' 
in  his  hands  and  feet,  and  ihe  fpear  in  his  fide.  Btic- 
his  (iididence  en  me  from  divine  permiflion,  nay,  dif- 
pcnrition,  to  flop  the  inouth  of  malice  and  calumojr, . 
and  confound  the  pcrfiuious  jews,  as  well  as  to  con- 
firm the  world  in  the  doctrine  of- his  refurreSion, 
BiK  here  he  fliewed  only  his  palpable  body,  which 
v^.i*  no  objttt  of  faith  ;  for  what  is  vifible  and  pal^ 
b!e  is  no  obJ^Cft  of  faith.  Why  then  did  be  not  alfo  ■ 
convince  his  difHdent  difcipl^cs,  who  could  not  hear 
hiai  f.iy,  thU  is  f)'.y.  hoily-^his  is.  my  fie Jh^  he,  be- 
en ufs,  in  :be  firft  place,  this  was  a  niyrcery  ;  fecond- 
Jy»  no  mortal  man  coukl  liv£  and  fee  Godj  that  is, 
in  Jy|b^^i^cc»  ^s  he  is  God  in  hU  infinite  majeily  and 
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glory.  AriiJ  it  is  in  this  manner  he  is  io  the  facra- 
mcnt  and  facrifice  of  the  ahar,  as  he  is  in  HeaTcn. 
Wherefore,  no  mortal  creature  could  behold  him  ;  of 
which  he  gave  a  full  proof  before  he  inftituted  the 
facrament  of  the  lad  fupper,  as  a  preparation  for  ihe 
world,  &c.  when  he  brought  Pet^r,  James  and  John 
to  Mount  Tabor,  to  b?  eye  witnefleis  of  his  transfigu- 
ration, and  who  fell  dead  to  the  ground  rit  the  firft 
fight  of  his  glory,  as  alfo  did  th«  guards,  on  the 
morning  of  his  refurreffcion.-  Wherefore,  ft  was  not 
a  Wonder  th^t  Peter,  who  faw  this  inftance  of  his 
glorified  God,  fhould  cry  out  at  the  Irift  ru;^>per»  Lord 
to  whom  /hall  we  go,  &c.  And  It  was  expedient  that 
the  Lord  would  give  this  inftance  of  his  (jivi;.e  na- 
ture and  power  to  tJie  prince  of  his  Ajwll'ies,  to  ''^"m  ; 
who  was  deliined  ro  be  the  vifible  head  of  Uts  church, 
and  to  call  fuflicient  wilnefs  lo  verify  ike  fame  ;  for 
in  the  mouth  of  two  or  three  (landcih  every  word,  , 
&C. 

Befide,  would  it  become  Chrift  to  offer  hirtfclf  to 
us  in  fach  a  manner  as  we  c^uld  not  receive  him,  . 
nay,  look  at  him  one  minuc*,  or  fewmd,  without 
dropping  down  dead.-  It'  CKrifi  haJ  apnenred  in  his 
glory  to  the  Jews,  when  he  became  ipcarnate,  what 
would  thecoiift-quence  be  ;  they  cuuld  not  appioach 
him.  No,  they  could  not  Ci^nie  within  millions  of 
miles  of  him.  But  it  was  'ot  to  fri,^Iii"n  ai»d  chafe 
mankinl  from  his  prefence,  bur  to  draw  them  gent- 
ly  near  him ;  not  to  ^ggricvL',  but  to  repric've 
them;  not  tu.ftarve,  but  to  feed  them  ;  not  to  kill,

Jewi(h ceremontesi  whtck  he  came toabolUbi.aad 
if  the  verj  aboJi(hlngthetar  to  fulfil  iMb  in  fphk 
and  fnbftance,  which  their  prejudice  biKlj^M  llipj  ^ 
tomnderftandi.  for  tfat  riveted  prejudice  of  edwati^ 
on  precludes,  the  way  to  therconvidion  of  tntfL 
Add  to.  that,   the  rank  malice  and  je«lcrii||gr  of  ti;e 
Jewifli  :Priefts^  &c.  feeing  themfelvel  ^furpufled  if 
every  things  and  overcome  by  the  holy  Ufe  and  great 
works  of  .,Chrift,  &c.    ff  r  which  they  could  not  etf- 
dure  a  rival  of  fuch  inconirovertibic  merit.  •  Thefe, 
and  their  licentious,  lives,  which  his  life  and  dc^rioe 
equally  coodemned,  imbittered  knd  aggravated  the 
rai'coui  of  iheirobdinate,  proud^  carnal  hearts  anii  uAv 
derfttnding,  that  they  faw  and  followed  him  no  fur-  - 
ther.nor  deeper  than  be  was  man  ;  and  as  man  hated  : 
him»  even  b<caufc  his  works  were  contrary  t«  theirs. 
If  thofe  unlucky  difciples  who  deferted  Chriil  at  the  ■ 
laft  fupper^  had  any  proper  no^iofl  of  a  glprlfied  bo- 
dy, ir  is  hard  to  think  they  would  have  faid,  How 
can  this  mm  give  us  his  Oefh  to  eat,   if  they  believ- 
ed him,  at  the  fame  time,  to  be  the  Son  of  God* 
Bttt;it  is  eafy  to  know  from  there,  very  words,  that  -

For  if  tliey  had 
divine  faith  enou;;rh  to  believe  he  was  God  a<  well  as 
xnan.  how  couUi  thry  doubt  his  word,  no  more  than 
St.  Peter  and  the  reft  of  his  apoft'os/  who  believed 
and  conftflTed,  and  acquiefced?  an.^  walked  along 
wirh,  and  forfook  him  not  to  ihc  end.  We  therefore 
conclude,  they  had  neither  a  good  notion  of  what  a 
glorified  body  muft  be,  no  more  t^an  the  divine  gift 
of  faith,  &c.  nor  thac  they  were  fimply  difpofed  to  . 
receive  it,  and  open  to  the  convidi'^n  of  fupernatu- 
ral  truth,  no  more  than  thofe  among  Chriftians,  who» 
proh  pudor  I  deny  the  myfteries  of  the  etercal,  in- 
carnate Word,  i.  e.  Jcfus  Chrift,  and  his.  glorified 
^/r,  in  the  facrament  and  facrifice  of  his  fuoper. 
For  I  am  forry  to  fay,  ^hat  we  have  too  mnry  r.ouii- 
nal  Chriftians,  who  believe  neither;  and  lome  who 
believe  Chrift  to  be  the  fon  of  God  in  reality,  but 
deny  'he  reality  of  his  prefence  in  the  facram^'nt  and 
facrifice  of  the  altar  ;  which  to  me  is  a  paradox;  a 
point  hard  to  reconcile  ;  that  a  man  believes  J-.fus 
Chrift  to  be  God  and  man,  and  yet  deny  faith  to 
what  he  fays  fo  ot'tcn  and  fo  clfar,  in  open  oppoiiti- 
on  to  the  concurrent  teftimonies  of  all  the  holy  fa- 
ther*, and  general  councils,  fiuce  it  had  beert  imoug- 
ne;d  by  Bercngarius,  &c  to  this  day  •  I  faid  above, 
if-lhe  incredulous  difciples,  &c.  had  not  ben  as' 
devoid  of  faving  faiih,  as  they  were  ignorant  of  the 
notion  of  a  glorified  My^  they  would  not  have  faid, 
how  can  this  man  give  us  his  body  to  CH  ?  by  which 
fpecch  W3  miyjuftly  i'dy,  they  only  regar;led  him 
%S:'man,  and  confequi^nily  did  not  believe  what  the/ 
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hetrd  frara  the  mouth  ofmaamloBe.  Thegroflae&oi^   ' 
their  tuiderftanding,  like  many  Cbriftkiu^  Mlfaidbt^ 
forCf  did  not  conceive  the  difference  betwtco  a  obcin- 
raU  carnal  body*  (ach  as  Chrift  carried  abont^  aaalt    > 
nen  in  the  w«rld  da,  and  a  glorified  hodfw  For  a  gto-^^ 
rified  bodjp,  fach  as  Chrift's  is,  fince  hi»  afcenlian>  and    ^ 
as  he  appeared  in  on  Moant  Tabor,  and  in  Hrhiek* 
he  is»  jua  the  holy  facramcatin  queftion,  fpfritnaliaed  ■ 
as  ttolMMa  of  the  rightaoo^iball  be  after  the  ge** 
neratr«(iirreCHott,  and  toMlly  purged  and  pnrifiede^'' 
the  grolt  carnal  atoma  of  laaAter,  -fleih,  trioodt  and' 
boner  fo  that  nothing  reaiain»  bur  the  yciJF  c|lnntef»' 
fence  of  matter;  for  nathing  that  is  gro&,  carnal^. ' 
or  materia!,  can  enter  info  the  kingdom  cf  Heaven, 
But  he  that  created  all  matter  and  all  thingk  out  of  ^ 
nothing,  can  refine,  and  change  matter  into  what  he: 
pleafes;  a«  he  changed  water  into  wine/ at  the  re- • 
queft  of  his  holy  Mother,  at  the  nuptials  of  Cans;: 
MoCes  his  rod  into  a  ferpenr  ;  Lot's  wif<  into  a  pillar 
of  fait;  the  waters  of  Egypt  into  blood,  &c,  why- 
not,  therefore,  bread  into  flefli,  and  wine  into  Wood?' 
Now,  the  aforcfaid  dlifciples  grofsly  thought,   that  • 
Chrift  was  to  give  them  his  body  to  cat,  in  thatprc- 
fcnt  circumftantial  bodily  manner  they  fsrw  him;  and 
ccnfequcntly,  that  they  were  to  eat  him  in  raw  fle/h  ' 
and  blood,  like  any  other  flefh  meat  from  the  (ham- 
bles.     And  confequenily,  divide  the  Man-God  af«     ' 
funder  in  pieces ;  as  if  the  body  of  the  Lord  were  • 
diviiibitr,  in  the  ftate  of  his  glorified  eriftance  sod 
fe parable  from   his  divinity,  which  was  never  fever- . 
ed  in  life  or  death,  from  ihe  inilant  of  his  miraculous 
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conception  '.i  ihc  facred  womb  of  the  inoft  biefled, 
Vi»-gin  Miry  his  mother,  nor  never  (liall.  His  hu- 
fnjin  foul  was  once,  by  his  deatli  on  the  crofs,  fepa- 
TtLtrA  from  Ms  body,  anj  dcfcended  to  preach  r!:c  fa- 
cranient  and  facrifice  o*  eternal  peace  and  rfC(  Mrilia- 
tinn  10  t'le  fouls  hi  the  prifon,  i  Pet.  3.  &c.  f^ur  his 
body  i'\{\  fou;  arc;  hypoftaticallj,  or  pcrfon-iMy  uni- 
ted to  h*s  uivinity ;  nor  will  they  ever  be  feparafed 
or  divided,  ^oti  femel  ajfumpfit  nun^uam  amis  is. 
That  is,  the  flefli  of  man  which  he  alTuined  he  ne- 
ver giive  up.  And  as  an  eternti  p!ed.!^e  of  his  love 
for  mankind,  in  whule  natural  flilh^he  redeemed  all 
flpfh,  i.  c.  all  the  world,  by  tiio  i'^finite  power  and 
fatjsfa^tion  of  his  divinity,  united  to  his  body  in  one 
and  the  fame  perfon.  He,  I  fay,  ga^e  and  gives  us 
that  body  in  the  lacramcM  of  his  heavenly  fupper, 
the  Eucharift,  In  ihis  glorified,  immorinl,  ujjch.mee- 
ab!e,  indiv.fible,  incoaipreheni'ible  manner,  as  he  is 
in  Heaven,  to  be  received  and  taken  for  OMr  fpiritu- 
a1  food  and  eternal  fivation.  This  is  the  dodlrine 
of  the  Univerfil  Church,  which  flood  twelve  hundred 
years  u.i imp-. ached  and  uninfuUed,   till  Berengarius, 

.-end  th-  iVianicheans,  and  after  them  the  Innovators 
alr<*ady  mentioned,  like  theC^pharniics,  the  incredu- 
lous dilciples  of  Chrift,  faid,  how  can  this  man  give 
us  h's  bo.:v  to  cat?  liut  the  univerfal  mother  church, 
wh.)fc  bwlul  authority  thefe  new  gofpellers  impeach- 

•  eJ  and  rc-utlied  a^n'nft,  did  not,  iior'cOuld  not  fuffer 
the  rifing  plague  and  fpiri'ual  infeClion  to  rci^n  long 
unci'f'furcd.     This  pia^'ue,    iind  the   intaruate.i  aM"

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In  like  manner,  did  the  incredulous  Caphamuies,  at 
Chrift's  lad  fupper,  cry  out,  when  the  Lord  faid  thh 
{s  my  hody^  take  and  e,at,  &c.  What  means  fhit ?  how 
can  this  man  give  us  his  body  to  eat?— —this  if  a 
hardfpeechj  who  can  hear  it?  i.e.  underlland  it. 
But  the  Lord  faid  to  them,  as  Mofes  faid  to  the  peo- 
ple of  Ifrael,  verily,  verily,  I  fay  unto  you,  he  that 
will  not  eat  my  flefli,  &c.  fliall  have  ne  life  in  him, 
&c.  my  flefli  is  meat,  &c.    They  could  not  conceive' 
how  the  Lord  could  give  them  his  flefli  to  eat:  in 
this  doth  the  myftery  confift ;  for  if  human  reafon 
could  conceive  that,  it  would  be  no  longer  a  myfte-' 
ry.     But  you  fee  there  was  a  myftery  in  the   type  as 
well  as  in  the  fubftance;  and  the  firft  leads,  as  it 
were,  by  the  "hand  to  the  knowledge  of  the  fecond  i 
as  a  fhadow  to  the  fubdance;  an  echo  to  a  found. 
It  is  as  hard  to  a  man,  without  the  grace  of  divine 
faith,  to  fee  an  obje^  of  divine  faith,  as  it  is  for  a 
blind  man  to  fee  the  moft  oftenfifole  objedt  in  the 
world :  as  hard  for  a  deaf  man  to  hear  thunder,  as 
it  is  for  a  man  wichaut  divine  faith,  to  underftanda* 
fupernatural  myftery.     Was  it  not  for  this  reafon, 
that  the  Lord  wrought  fo  many  miracles  in  fenfible, 
natural  things,  in  order  to  lead  people's  carnal,  grofs 
underilanding  to  believe  invitible,  fupernatural  truths  i 
unlefs  he  that  faid  to  darknefs,  let  then  he  light j  en- 
lighten the  natural  darknefs,  frailty  and  wcaknefs  of 
our  human  nature,  that  is  depraved  and  corrupted 
by  fin,  all  will  be  a  chaos  of  fpiritua!  darknefs  ;   and

eternal  confuGon  .of  ihe.;  Jews*  to^ whom  he  canni 
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for  he  cami  to  his  wu/f,  and  his  rwn  recttvid  him  mt. 
Neither  in  the  cloud oi  likiiumanitfy-Mf  afterwards 
id  that  of  tl^e^facrament  of  his  heavenly fupper  »n- 
dcr  ihe^  1pecie$  of  bread  and  wine.  Few,  alift,  in 
either  difguife  knew  him,  except  his  chofen  apoftk«, 
bj  divine  infpiration,  in  confequencc  of  their  previ- 
ous divine '  vocation,  or  call  by  the  mouth  of  Jefus, 
who  faid  to  them,  follow  tne.  Happy  are  thef 
whom  the  Lord  calletb  to  the  divine  miniftry.  '  Un- 
happy they  who  are  not ;  but  like.

Exod.  xii.  43.  and  the  Lord  faid  to  Mofes  and 
Aaron,  this  is  the  ordinance  of  the  paflbvcr :  (which 
the  word  phafe  fignifies)  there  fliall  no  fti anger  eat 
thereof.  Vcrfe  46.  In  one  hpufe  ihail  it  be  eaten  :

againft   which  very   church   they  rebelle*!,    and   by 
whof"  im horny  they  wererondemncd,  as  Heithens 
ajnd  P«h!lcHns.    For  l»e  that  will  not  hear  theChuich, 
let  Dim  be  unto  thee  as  a  Heathen  aada  Publican.

pUne  ?  from  whom,  thereforA,  csuld  th' 
receive  their  charter  or  cooxniffion?  It  < 
aneziraordioary.miffioa,  nor  ao  otJinary 
wu  it  then?  a  felf  erected  inarchy«. bi 
refttcfi  waves  of  private  fpirit,  capricii 
of  human  fancy,  felf  fufScicncy.  tempc 
CDce,  reltxaiion  ofnionlsi  eiemprion  f 
injunAions,  iadulieoce  and  gratificattoo 
Wood,  &c. 

This  ii  the  charter  of  novelty :  a  mod  (i 
ftemof  difpenfation:  for  it  does  not  obli: 
faftor  pray,  bu t  as  ihcy  pU  afe,  to  one  ling' 
fafb,  or  »igil«  i  to  the  baiii  talt  or  indel 
feflingafingle  mortal  fin,  or  fhamefula 
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bikt  ts  tfie  private  fpiric  of  eYerj  individual  pleafes 
to  tdmit  or  deny,  as  they  tbihk  proper,  &c.  &c. 
CbulJ  fuch  a  charter,  fuch  a  fyftem  of  religion  come 
fjrom  Jefu?  Chri{^,  wh*  led  fo  mortified  a  life  of  felf 
denial,  fafting  and  prayer,  and  voluntary  poverty 
and  obedience  to  the  will  of  his  Father,  &c.  for  our 
ifliitation  and  example  ?  Is  there  any  trace  or  feature 
of  the  life  or  death  of  Jefus,  or  his  apoftles  and  mor- 
tified followers,  in  the  face  or  complexion  of  that 
aew  fyftem  of. religious,  unlimitted  liberty  and  dii^ 
penfation  ? 

Commonion  in  one  kind,  or  both,  is  a  point  of 
cbvrcb  (ftfciplint.      And  as  the  univerfal  churchy 
frbm  the  beginning  to  this  hour,  invariably' held  it  y 
an  eftablifhed  nnet  of  faith,  that  Chrift  is  receivedt^  • 
under  either  form  of  bread  or  wtne  equally,  land^     ' 
full  and  perfeft  iacrament,  flie  ^onfequently  hold^; 
thut  by  receiving  under  either  kind  is  ft  perfe£l  Iu1« 
Biting  of  the  divine  precept.     ♦  Wherefoie,  we  have 
it  from  monuments  of  antiquity,   that  communion  ^ 
under  one  kfnd,  and  fometimer  under  both  kinds, 
never  was  the  univerfal  pra6tice  of  tb<^  church  ;  ex- 
cq>t  when  fhf»re  is  queftion  of  ibe  c)cr;;y,  who  are 
by  the  mOuih  of  the  Lord  commanded  to  o^er  and

By  thcfe  iiiftina  aftions,  and  diftinfllbrowof  wirdif 
Cdrn^fpondirg  to  the  two  diftinfl  different  eli!lIICB« 
of  ;natier,  to  wih  bread  and  wine,  by  the  pavperctf 
which  w'.rds  the  brea'i  was  changed  into  the  bod^,

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trcnftibftaMimtlon  ftand.^  confeft  u*-  '?•-  both  kinds,  us 
t  (acrtwent  and  facrifkre;  under  v'tber  form  or  kindi 
feparateljt  as^a^facraiiirnt  on!j,  which  is  the  Ir.vflrn* 
able  doQriM  ot  the  Univerfdi  Cbu'ch  from  :kc  be- 
ginniogf  and  'hall  bj*  to  the  end  of  cint'.  But  as  the- 
different  fo  d  sit  which  the  Holy  Ghoft  delivered  hrm- 
fclf  coukl  makfe  no  'iiflference  in  the  divine  fubfl-rinre 
contained  withtn,  in  Hk^  manner  thefe  differenr  fcrms. 
6i  brr.i  I  and  wine,  under  which  our  Saviour  Jcfus. 
Chrift  irvifibly.  deliv»Ts  his  divine  ptrfon  in  ihe  facrm- 
ment  and  facrifice  of  the  altar,  cannot  loake  any  dif* 
ference  or  charige  la  the  divin«  prefvnce  contained 
under  thefe  outward  fpfcies  or  forms  of  bread  and 
Wine :  fo  that  Chrid  is  entire  under  either  form ;  and- 
tonfequcrtl/  received  equally  under  th;it  of  wine,  as 
whole  and  entire  as  under  that  of  bread. 

Moreover*  ar©  not  the  forms  of  a  bird,  and  a  fork- 
ed tongue  as  foreign  (hflpcs  and  Pijures  lo  '''.-  IF'.Iy 
Ghofl,  as  b*ead  and  wine  can  ^i-  to  the  boviy  anu  blood 
of  Chiifl?  why,  thcrefort*,  fliould  any  Chriftrin  de- 
ny faith  to  the  one,  and  bclicv.  hctMiitr?  ihcy  are 
equally  poflible  ;  the  one  is  as  cxprefsly  rcvc..l>  d  as 
the  other ;  and  the  eucharifl  with  more  energy  and 
aCfe  vera  t  ions.

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caaficqiJienfly,.  thnt  wt  rece'iYe  him  entire  under  el*, 
thcr ;  and  therefore  a  lull  and  perfect  facrflment,  as  . 
fhall  further,  appeac.  by  the  foliowiog  proofs.  . 

That,  the  divine  precept-  is  peifedlly  fulfilled  hj 
Reiving  under  one  kind,  the  following  texts  evince^ 
and  plainly  prove.  .  Jobo  v».  58.  He  that  eateth  me 
fhali  alfo  livebyaie.*   And  veife  59.«And  he  thaf 
eateth  this  bread  (hall  live,  for  ever.-   Here  we  fee 
cternaL  life,  ezprefsly  promiicd  by  eating  Chrift.    He 
that  eateth  ..me  (hall  alfo  live  by  me*    And  again 
jou  fee  that  text  fully  explained  by  the  other.     And  ; 
lie  that  eateth  this  bread  fhall  live  for  ever.;   There- 
for'e^  that  .very  bread  was  himfe)f,  at  the  yery  time  • 
he  fpoke  theic  words,  whicbi  was  after  he  bleHed 
aad  broke  it,  and  confequently  changed  It  fr^  bread  . 
into  the  full  and  entire  fubdance  of  his  body.     la 
that  context  you  fee  no  mention  of  the  cup>  chalice, 
or  drinking  his  blood,  and  eternal  life  in fu red  by  re* 
ceiving  the   body  of .  the  Lord  uoder.the  form  of-,* 
bxead  alone.  . 

When  Chrift  expreiTed  thefe  texts,  be  (hat  eatetk 
me^  .&c*  he  {hat  eateth  this  bread,  &c.  he  then  ad- 
min iftered  the  holy  communion.  And  you  fee  he 
adminiftdrcd  it  under  one  kind  i  that  is,  under  the 
form  of  bread  alone,  .without,  giving  the  cup.  For 
as  often  as  he  bleflcd  the  cup,  i.  e.  the  wine»  he 
then  offered  both  along  with  his  difciples,  as  a  facri- 
ficc  and  facrament ;  but  when  he  gave  the  facr^d 
banquet,  as  a  facrament  only,  you  fee  he  only  gave

Final lyi :'thefc  tex4s,  fo  much  Ufg- 
ed  againft  communion  in  one  kind,  to  wit,  when  he- 
gave,  the  chalice  |,to' his  apcdles,  faying,  Drinlc  )« 
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all  of  Ms.  Again,  Except  you  eat  of  the  flc^i  of 
the  Son  cf  Man,  an^  drink  of  his  hlood,  you  ihall 
have  no  life  lA  you* 

Thef?  text!  prove  ift>ihing  againft  w«:  for  when 
ke  blelTed  and  gave  the  chalice  to  his  apoftles,  hie 
ordained  rhetn  priefts,  and  gave  them  power  to  do  as 
he  did  then  ;  that^is,  to  confecrare  and  ofFcr  the  fa- 
'Crifice  of  his  body  and  blood.  Drink  ye  all  of  this. 
The  an  h;  fpoke  unto  then  were  his  apoftles,  who  fat 
ftt  the  tibie  aloog  with  him.  Which  is  confirmed  be* 
yond  the  power  of  trgument,  by  bis  own  word, 
vhen  he  faid  immediately.  For  as  often  as  ye  do  thit» 
you  will  ihew  forth  my  death  and  paflion  until  I 
come.  And  according  to  Sit.  Mark>  xiv.  ^3.  And 
they  all  drtnk  of  it.  Thefe  imply  a  command  to 
the  apoftles  and-thetr  fucceflbrs,  the  lawful  ordained 
priefts  of  the  Lord,  *to  confecrate,  receive,  and  offer 
the  body  and  blood  of  Chrift,  which  they  all  do,  as 
•ften  as  they  celebrate  ifec  myftcries  in  the  facrifice  of 
mafsy  and  not  otherwife,  accofxiing  tn  the  command, 
example,  and  inftitutlon  of  Chrift.  For  if  that  com* 
mand  extended  to  all  the  world,  every  one,  man  and 
v/oman,  might  blefs,  and  break,  and  offer  the  facri*^ 
6ce,  dipriceptOy  as  well  as  an  ordained  prieft,  whicli 
no  otkt  in  his  fenfes  will  allow.

render  if  a  facrifiee : .  bectufe  the  nature  of  ihis  dread 
lacriBceis  to  reprefent  the  death  of  the  Lord  upon  the 
crofs.  But  that  could  not  be'perfe6tlyreprefented  with* 
Mit  thefeporate  adioos  of  offering  his  body  and  blood, 
M  he  taught  his  apoftles  todoat  kis  laft-Tupper:  be- 
caufe  bis  blood  was  fevtred  and  feparated  from  hi»  • 
body,  and  offered  for  redemption  of  mankind  in  that 
diftiffft  feparate  manner.  So  •  is  he  now,  and  ever 
dace  his  death  on  the  crofs,  offered  up  to  the  eternal 
Father  in  this  manner,  under  the  appearance  of  death, 
in  the  iacramental  form  of  bread  and  wine  on  oar 
altars  throughout  the  world  i  andihairbe  thus  offer- 
ed >ta  the  end  ef  this  worki  in  his  church.

XI OWEVER  unneceflary  it  be,  after  whit  litffc 
been  alrcudy  faid,  to  fpetk  of  thit  fiicrificei  I  wili 
ful>juin  a  few  heads  on  the  rub}<<A« 

I.  What  wc  undeffttfnd  bj  a  ftcrifice  in  genenlh» 
%n  external  a6t  of  religious  worfliip  offered  to  iki 
alone,  in  rccogniiiofiy  or  acknowledgeuieot  of  Ui 
Tiprcme  dominion  of  er  al)  creatures. 

II.  Sacrifice  confifts  in  that  of  offering  fome  fenfr 
fcle  or  material  thing  to  God,  by  a  lawful  miniftcr 
■ordained  for  that  end  j  by  the  oblation,  deftruftioB, 
er  ch^inge  of  which  fenfible  ihing,  the  abfolate  pow- 
er and  fupreme  dominion  of  God  over  all  crearures» 
and  the  fovercign  honour  and  homage  due  to  his  di- 
vine majefty  are  acknowledged  and  gifen. 

III.  It  confifts  in  external  afts  of  offering  fome 
fenfible  thing,  by  which  it  differs  from  the  internal 
acts  of  the  heart,  from  a?ms  deeds,  fading  and  pray- 
er, &c.  for  every  Chriftian  is  qualified  to  make  thcfe 
a£ls  of  virtue,  but  no  other  than  a  lawful  prieft  to 
<\o  the  former.  As  St.  Paul  fiiys,  Hcb.  v.  i.  Every 
iiigh  pried  taken  from  among  men,  b  ap|K>*mted  for 

ineB 
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men  in  tbc  things  that  appertain  to  God :  that  he  may 
offer  up  his  gifts  and  facrifiaes  for  fins.  By  which 
70U  (cCf  that  a  prieft  who  is  called  from  amongft  men, 
^nd  tppoinied  by  God's  power  upon  earth,  is  alone 
the  proper  oiinider  to  attend  at  the  altar  of  God, 
to  offer  up  giftf  and  facrifices  for  the  (ins  of  the  peo- 
ple. And  verfe  4.  Neither  let  any  man  take  the 
honour  upon  hianfelf»  but*  he  that  Is  called  by  God 
like  Aaron. 

IV.  I  CM  above,  offered  to  God  alone ;  by  which 
'you  fee,  that  to  offer  facrifice  to  any  creature  what- 

foever,  even  the  higheft  orders  of  angels  or  faints, 
nay,  the  blefled  Mother  of  Chrift,  would  be  down- 
right idolatry.     Exod.  xzii.  so.  He  that  facrificeth 
-£•  gods  fliall  be  put  to  death,  fave  only  the  Lord. 

V.  The  matter  or  thing  offered  muft  undergo  de- 
firu6lion  or  change  :  by  which  we  acknowledge  our 
entire  obedience,  and  reiignation  to  his  divine  will, 
the  fupreme  dominion  of  the  Almighty  over  at!  crea* 
turesf  who  made  all  things  out  of  nothing,  and  whe 
can  again  annihilate,  or  change  all  into  what  he  plea* 
fes, 

VU  There  never  was  a  nation  in  the  world,  how- 
ever barbarous  and  ignorant,  that  did  not  acknow- 
ledge fome  fort  of  deity,  or*  fupreme  being,  either 
true  or  falfe,  to  whom  they  offered  facfificei  whe- 
ther taught  by  the  light  of  nature  or  in  imitation  of 
-the  true  worfhippers  of  God,  from  whom  they  fprung 
VeL.lL  U  oriijinal- 
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originally ;  for  fironi  the  commenceoient  of  timf,  the 
greateft  fervaitts  of  God  held  it  as  the  moft  indifpea- 
iible  and  cflefitial  part  of  their  reh'gion  to  offer  ftcri- 
iice  to  God.  Witnefs  that  agreetibie  oae  of  Abel» 
Gen.  V.  of  Noah,  ibid.  viii.  of  Mclchhtadec,  ferfe 
I4»  &c.  of  Job^  Abraham,  and  all  the  holy  patri- 
archsi  and  true  fervants  of  the  Lord.  And  did  not 
the  Almighty  himfelf  command  his  people  tooisr 
iiim  diverfe  kinds  of  facrifice  ?  which  were  of  fbw 
different  kinds,  vis.  ihe  kolocaufts.  or  whole  birat 
offering*  wherein  ch^  vidlim  was  totally  confvmed 
by  fire.  Second.  Thank  fgiving-offering.  Thirdijift- 
offering.    Fourth.  Peace-oString. 

VTI.  Now,  all  thefe different  faaificet*  «s  we  haie 
faid  fo  often  before,  were  in  themfelves  no  more  thai 
types  and  empty  figures  of  the  great  and  infinite  fa- 
crifice of  the  Mcillah  to  come  i  and  had  no  intriiilic 
virtue  to  fatisfy  the  Almighty  God,  but  what  they 
derived  from  th«  good  difptfiiion  and  faith  of  thefe 
people  in  Chrift  to  come ;  in  whom  alone  all  their 
refpedtive  views  aiul  ends  were  fubftaniiallj  fulfilled 
and  acconipiifhed. 

». 

VIII.  And  thefe  facrifice s  were  divided  into  hm 
orders,  to  wit,  animau,  and  inanimate.  That  is, 
living  creatures,  and  things  without  life.  The  for- 
mer confiiled  of  oxen,  /heep«  Ismbi,  &c.  and  thefe 
were  called  bloody  fnc  ifices,  being  figures  of  che 
bloody  death  of  Chrift  upon  the  crofs.     The  latter 

confided  of  flour^oilt  and  fraukincenfc.  'Lcvit.  ii.  i, 

.  1  i«f  ■•<■• 
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Unleavened  wafers.  Vetfe  4.  &c.  And  llicfc  were 
laid  upon  ihc  altmr,  partly  burned  or  dcftroyed. 
Add  to  thefe,  the  celebrated  faciificc  of  b^ead  and* 
wine,  which  was  offered  by  rhe  high  prteft  of  the 
M-'ft  High  God,  Mclchisadec,  and  thefe  w.re  un- 
bloody (acrifices,  as  being  types  of  the  «nbloody  fa- 
crifice  of  Jcfiis  Chrift,  in  the  facrament  and  oblation 
of  his  iRiniorral  and  impaiTible  body  and  blood  upon 
the  altar,  which  we  call  mais,  being  the  dear  me- 
morial of  his  deathf  until  he  come  again,  in  the 
foil  eclat  of  his  majefty  and  glorj,  to  judge  the 
«ni?erfe  at  the  end  of  time.  Part  of  thefe  un- 
bloody ficrifices  were  confumed,  and  part  referred  1 
'  which  aptly  (ignified  the  change  made  of  the  natu- 
ral -fubftance  of  bread  and  wine  in  the  facrifice  of  the 
Riafs,  the  forms  or  fpeci^s  of  the  fame  remaining. 

IX.  But  as  all  th^fe  facri6ces  of  the  old  law,  and 
eren  the  priellhood  of  Aaron,  were  but  types  and 
fhadows  of  the  facrifice  and  pricfthood  of  Chrift,  as 
We  faid  fot)ften  before,  they  could  exift  no  longer 
than  his  coming  j  wherefore,  they  all  vani/hed  like 
H  fliadow;  and  confequenrly,  the  order  of  Aaron 
gave  way  to  the  order  of  Me^chiiadec «  which  alone 
was  to  be  continued  in  ifu  1 1  fubftance  in  Jefus  Chrift 
for  ever.  According  to  holy  Scripture,  Pfal.  cix.  4. 
The  Lord  hath  fwoni  und  will  not  repent:  thou 
art  a  prieft  for  ever,  according  to  the  order  of  Mel- 
chizadec,  &c.  &c.  which  Sr. 'Paul  confirms  on  the 
ttftiinony  of  Kln^  David,    Heb.  x.  5.     \^herefore,

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when  he  comeih  into  the  world,  he  faith,  facn&e 
find  oblation  ihou  vrouldeft  nor;  bnt  a  body  thou  haft 
ftv^evi  to  me :  hoiocauHs  for  fin  did  noi  pleafe  thee.

He  taketh  away  the  firftp  tbt 
he  may  edabltih  that  which  fbiloweth :  by  the  whidi 
will,  we  are  fandified  by  the  oblation  of  the  bodj<of 
Chriil  once. 

X.  Since   Chr.'ft,  then,  is  a  high  pzieil  for  efcr, 

according  to  the  order  of  Melchizadec.  Hcb. 
vi.  20.  5:c.  that  order  cf  pr-'tfthcod  is  to  c^a- 
tinie  for  ever  ;  and  that  order  confilled  eiFenti-iIly  in 
cfF^r.n^  ficrirlce  ;  but  as  offeiing  ficrifice  confilts  in 
the  ex-crnal  rite,  or  aft  of  -offering  forac  fcrfijle 
thing,  by  a  lawful  priLlt-upon  the  altars  cre:'ed  I'c: 
ihit  end,  ihfre  murt  be  fuch  iacrifcc  always  offered 
ir.  the  priefthood  of  Chrift  ;  and  the  Oider  or  prieU- 
hooc:  of  Chrift  ^defccnded  to  bis  apoftlts  ard  lit': 
lawiul  fucctfTirs.  Therefore,  iheord*r  and  r"tJl:- 
bnod  of  Ciuift  oonfifted,  and  dres  confift  in  cSivn^ 
facrifice,  and  confcquent'y  miift  be  coniiru^fd  in  bis 
church  to  the  end  of  time.  And  iirce  all  oihcr  fach 
formal.  e:cternal  rit.s  of  facrificing  ceafed  and  g*w 
iVic  otd^x  cA WvcW.iidtc,  which  v. -us  w 


place   lo  iVic  otd^x  cA WvcW.iidtc,  which  v. -us  w 
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o«s  a€t  of  oflPering  muil  continue  in  the  church  of 
Chrift  always.  Orberwife,  the  priefthood  and  order 
4f  Chrift  could  not  continue  upon  earth.  And 
therefore,  there  would  be  no  prieft  of  his  order,  n6 
altar,  no  facrifice. 

Nnw,  the  order  of  Melchizadec  was  'to  oiFcr  the 
fairrifice  of  bread  and  wine,  which  was  an  unbloodf 
facrifice  ;  confequently  a  figure  of  Chrift's  unbloody 
facrifice  under  the  forms  of  bread  and  Wine,  as  he  Is 
daily  offered  in  the  mafs.  For  the  old  figure  of 
bread  and  wine,  offered  by  the  Hi;{h  Priefl  and  King 
of  Salem,  i.  «.  *  King  of  Peace,  C'>uld  by  m-  fort

XIV.  IF  it  canbe  proved  fromScripture  tbatChrift  > 
ioftinited  the  unbloody  facrifice  offered  in  the  mafs, 
and  im powered  his  priefts  to  confecrate  and  offer  his 
own  body  and  blood  under  the  fornu  of  bread  and 
wine,  to  deny  it  would  be  herefy.     But  it  isfirmij 
proved  firomScriptupe  in  both  the  Old  and  New  Tefla*  • 
ment.  For  we  have  it  firft  out  of  the  Old  Teftament, . 
that  there  never  ihhuld  beprieib  and  fevites  wanting  - 
iothe  church  of  Chrift,  to  offer  up  facrifice   daily  ;  • 
that  the  converted  nations  ihould  worfhip  Gdd  by 
fiiCrifice ;  that  pricfts  fhbuld  be  chofen  froma^raong 
BfiFn,  and  out  of  all  nations,  to  off<?r  gifts  and  facri- 
fices ;  tnd-a  pure  offering  made  to  God  throughout 
the  whole  ifrorld  amongfl  the  Gentiles.     We  have  it 
iq  xhe  New»;  Tef^ament,  that  Jcfus  Chrift  inftituted, 
HiMnffi  ijrt  iiji  this  facrifice  himfelf ;  and  commaodedi ' 
bit  apoftles  tud  their  fuce(.ir>rs  to  offer  up  the  fame,

He  fliill  be  great;  ai'd  be 
caJled  rhe  Sin  of  ihe  Hi^'iefli  •ndhcfliall  give  him 
ihcthroDcof  David  hUliihcr:  v-id  htlhtH  rei^n  in 
the 
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the  houfe  of  David  for  eter ;  and  of  his  kingdom 
th^re  (hall  be  no  end.  From  thefr  palTages  of  holy 
Scripture  it  is  evident,  thtt  the  kingdom,  or  hierar- 
chy, ind  confcquently  the  priellhood  of  Chrift  in 
that  hierarchy,  or  facred  gevernment,  never  would 
fai]»  or  fall:  as  alfo,  that  the  office  of  thefe  pricfts 
■  ihall  be  to  offer  fucriBce  coniinualty.  And  from  what 
'  Mfe  faid  ocfore,  no  man  of  reading  or  religion  can  be 
in  a  doitbt  what  the  facrifice  to  be  oflFered  by  Chrift's 
priefthood  fkould  be  ;  (ince  Chrifl  is  a  pried  accor- 
ding to  the  order  of  Melchizadec  tor  ever. 

To  (hew  the  perpetuity  of  the  church  of  Chrift, 
the  Prophet  adds,  verfe  20.  Thus  faith  the  Lord,  if 
aiy  covenent  with  the  day  can  be  made  void,  and 
my  covenant  with  the  night,  that  there  fhould  not  be 
day  or  night  in  tht'-.  feafon,  then  oi'iy  alfo  my  cove*- 
nant  with  David,  my  fervant,  be  made  void,  that 
be  fhould  not  have  a  fon  to  reign  upon  his  throne, 
and  with  rhepriefts  and  levites  hismtniiUrs.  There 
is  the  prie(lhood  of  the  new  law  eftablifh^d  upon  the 
Infallible  promife  of  the  living  God  How,  the-re* 
fore,  can  it- flinch?  how  fall  ?  how  for  c<rcr  fail? 
For  that  covenant  d>es  not  on^y relate  to  Chrift,  but 
to  the  pric'fts  and  ievitesof  th»  church.     Wherefore, 

:  according  to  that  covenant,  as  Chrift  was  to  fit  upon 
the  throne  of  David,  fo  v/jre  the  priefts  and  levites 
to  be  his  minii^ers  tc  th:r  end  of  time.  The  day 
and  the  night  fliall  be  no  more,  before  that  covenant 
be  broken.     And  again,    verfe  22.  As  the  ftars  of 

-  Heaven  cannot  be  numbcre^'t  ncr  the  fands  of  th« 
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fea  beBcafurtd,  fo  will  I  mnli'plj  the  feed  of  Dt* 
vid  mj  fervant,  and  cbe-Ievitet  nij  fnii»iftert.  VFe 
fee  ibis  prophc  (y  caaie  to-f>a(«,  by  the  BniTerial  nml- 
titude  of  the  fpiritual  ifTiie  of  David*  who  are  tha 
true  followers  of  Chrift  the  Ton  of  Divid*  -and  of 
the  priefts  and  Icvkei  of  the  chua  h  of  Chrift.  Whkfc 
the  following  proofs  •  Broil jr  evince.  '  Ifa*  z*z  19. 
In  that  day  there  fliall  be  an  altar  of  the  Lord  it 
the  midft  of  the  land  of  E^ypt,  and  a  monument  rf 
the  Lord  at  the  borders  thereof  1  and  it  Aal)  be  for 
a  (ign»  and  for  a  teft-oiony  to  thtf  Lord  of  Hofis  in  the 
land  of  Egyf*(:  for  theyihall  cry  to  the  Lordt  he- 
cavfe  of  the  oppreflor,  and  he  (hall  fend  them  a' fa* 
viour,  and  a  defender  to  ileliver  them:  and  the 
Lord  (hall  be '  known  by  Egyptf  and  the  Egfpriani 
ihall  know  the  Lord  in  that  day,  and  -(kail  worfliip 
him  with  facriGces  and  offerings;  and  they  ihall 
make  vows  to  the  Lord»  and  perforin  thent«  Here 
we  fee  it  prophefied,  that  the  Egyptians  would  be 
'  convened  to  the  faith  of  Chrift,  that  they  would  ereft 
an  altar  for  him,  and  offer  him  facri6ce.  The  afe 
cf  an  altar  at  all  limes  was,  und  is  to  offer  facrifice. 
Eut  what  fi^crifice  were  they  to  ofiferoo  thefe  alrars^ 
it  was  nor  the  old  facrifices  of  oxen,  flieep,  or  lamhsf 
for  rhefe  were  aboiiilied  by  the  bloody  facrifice  of  the 
Lamb  of  God  upon  the  crofs,  and  the  facrifice  aad 
prieflhood  of  Mclclilzadec  continued.  This  bloody 
fucrificc  was  offered  only  ©nee,  and  never  to  be  of- 
fered again,  in  the  fame  manner.  We  haveanfwcr- 
cii  this  important  au-:ftion  already.  It  wa.s  I  fay^ 
the  facrifice  of  the  mafs,  wherein  Chrift  is  cf(ercd» 

undir 
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tLfi^tx  the  forms  of  bread  and  wine ;  by  which  the 
priefthood  and  fjcrifice-of  Melchizadec  are  continu- 
ed, and  rubfUntiaHy  fulfilled,  and  accompli  died  in 
ihii  facred  memorial  of  the  death  of  fhe  Lord  until 
be  come  again.  And  now  let  them  that  will  denj 
this  plain  reafoning  and  pure  do£brine,  tell  what 
ether  ufe  could  be  made  of  thefe  altars ;  what  other 
facrificc  could  thejr  lawfully  inftiiute  lobe  offeredl 
•vpon  thefe  altars. 


a  foi'lher  proof  of  tliii  do'Arine^  the  holy  Pro- 
phet goes  on,  chap.  Iziy.  Thus  faith  the  Lord,  behold, 
I  will  bring  upon  her  (the  church)  as  it  were  t  river 
of -peace,  and  an  overflowing  torrent;  the  glory  of 
tke  Gentiles.  -Verfe  12.— 16»  17.  He  predidls  the 
dtftrcfckion^and  reprobation  of  ihejewsj  into  whofe 
place  and  former  prediledion,  whrch  they  forfeited, 
t|ie  Gentiles  were  to  be  called.  Verfe  18.  I  come, 
that  I  may  gather  them  together  with  all  nations,  ard 
toflgues  ;  and  they  ihall  come,  and  (hall  fee  my  glo- 
ry}  and  I'Will  fet  a  (ign  among-  them;  and  1  wfli 
feud  of  them  that  fhall  be  faved  to  the  Gentiles  in* 
to  the  fea,  into  Africa  and  Lydia  thcai  that  draw  the 
bow  t  into  Italy  and  Greece,  to  the  iflands  afar  oflT, 
10  them  that  have-not-  heard  of  me,  and  have  not 
feen  my  glory.  And  they  Aiall'  declare  my  glory  to 
the  Gentiles.  And  they  [ball  bring  all  your  brethren 
out  ot  all  nations  an  ofifering  to  the  Lord-— to  my 
holy  mountain  Jerufalem.  Who  hath  eyes,  and  fees 
not  every  word  of  that  prophefy  literally  fulfilled,  \% 
«he  .divine- mUBon ef .ihe*^|poftlts>and  their fidlow- 

eri, 
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crs,  the  conrcrred  Jews,  who  were  fcnt  bj'ChrilM 
pre-^ch  the  Golpel  to  ail  nations,  and  bring  tb<iD  ii> 
Co  his  fold?  And  vcrfe  2i<  I  will  take  from  them 
(the  convLFied  Gentiles)  priefts  and  levites,  faiili 
the  Lord  ^  tor  as  the  new  beavers,  and  the  neV 
earth  which  I  make  to  fland  before  me,  faith  the 
Lord,  fo  Aiall  your  feed  iUnd,  and  your  name,  if 
which  wa  fee,  thai  the  church  eflabli/hed  by  the  Son 
cf  God  {hall  Hand  for  ever;  that  there  never  (hall 
be  wanting  in  it  priefts  and  levices,  taken  from  til 
nations,  to  fuppty  the  holy  miflion,  and  to  offer  fa- 
criiice  continually,  as  we  have  feen  above,  out  of 
Jc-remiahy  as  long  as  heaven  and  earth  fhall  exift. 
Which  is  confirmed  by  St.  Paul,  Heb.  v.  To  offer 
up  facriRce  for  ever.  What  facrlGce  ?  a  factifice  ac- 
cord!-.g  to  the  order  of  Melctiizadec.  But  that  fa- 
crifice  confilted  of  bread  and  wine;  therefore  the 
prielts  ci"  Cnrill  were  to  offer  up  bread  and  wine  for 
ever;  and  Confequently  to  have  airars  to  offer  upon^ 
and  therefore  it  is  abfolutely  neceffary  tu  have  fjcri- 
iice  offered  in  the  church  of  Chrift  for  ever.  Now, 
what  Mdchizadcc  offered  was  a  type  of  the  new  Gi- 
cr:fice  ;  but  the  fubllance  n.ufl  be  more  excellent 
than  ihc  type:  the  type  was  bread  and  wine,  there- 
tore  the  new  facrifice  muft  be  infinitely  more  excel- 
lent than  the  old.  But  it  could  nor  be  infinitely 
more  excel leat,  unlefs  the  new  facrifice  contained 
an  infinite  perfon  ;  therefore  it  containi  the  Son  of 
God  ;  as  we  have  fupcrabuiidautly  prored  long  ago. 
1  fhall  not,  however,  contend  with  thofe  who  deny 
ihe  Tcal  prcfcncc,  about  wh^t  they  receive  in  t/:iif 

■  ccmmuniofl 
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'Communion ;  but  1  am  as  Cure  and  certain  of  receiv- 
ing the  rcp-l  Sody  and  blood  of  Chrift  in  cur  blefled 
communion,  nnd  of  offering  tbe  fame  in  the  facrifice 
of  mafs,  83  1  am  of  the  exi fierce  of  ore  God  ia 
three  divine  perfons.     For  we   knnw  and   believe, 
that  our  redemption  derives  from  Chrift's  Jeath  and 
p:](ilon,  and  our  falvation  depends  on  the  infiiiire  me-* 
rjts  of  the  fame,  applied  unto  us  by  the  continual  of- 
fering and  eating  of  his  body  and  blood.  John  vi.  53V 
Uniefs  you  eat  the  flefh  of  the  Son  of  Man,  and  drink 
hisblooJ,  ycu  Jhall  have  no  life  in  you,  &c.  i  Peter 
ii.  q.  Ye,  alfoy  living  (lones  are  built  up^  a  fpiritual 
haufe,  an  holy   prieflhood  to  offer  up  a  fpiritual  fa- 
crifice, acceptable  to  God,  by  JefusGhrift.     St.  Paul, 
Heb.  xiii.  10.  We  have  ap  altar  whereof  they  have 
no  right  to  eat  who  ferve  the  tabernacle.     Does  not 
the  fame  apofile  in  his  diTcourfe,  i  Cor.  x.  conclude* 
that  thofe  who  would  be  partakers  of  the  Jewifh  fa- 
crificei,  could  by  no  means  be  made  partakers  of  the 
new  facrifice  of  the  body  and  blood  of  our  Saviour. 
Verfe   14,  &c.  and   16.  The  chalice  of  benediction 
which  we  blefs,    is  it  not  the   communication  of 
the  blood  of  Chrift?  and  the  bread  which  we  break, 
U  it  not  the  participation  of  the  body  of  our  Lord? 
all  thefe  texts  are  fo  clear  in  favour  of  Tranfubftan- 
•  tiatian,  tind  thefacrifice  of  mafs,  that  they  require  no 
'explanation  ;  fnr  they  are  an  explanation,  and  a  clear 
»onc,  of  the  great  myf^cry.     In  them  you  fee  a  total 
abolition  of  the  Jewifh  facrifices,  and  a  new  fubftitu- 
tioM  of  the  facrifice  of  the  mafs,  by  the  power  of  the 
word  of  Chrift,  in  the  benediction  of  the  priefts  of 
the  new  law.     The  tniiuitc  dignity  of  thia  &d^v>&&^^^^

wine*  and  the  appeg^mce  of  death,  it  is  by  thus  offering;

by  the  external  minify  of  his  lawful  priefts,  that  he 
continues  a  prieft  for  ever  of  the  order  of  Melchiz^- 
dec.     From  all  thefe  approved  principles,  the  confe- 
i|uence  is  as  clear  asli^t,  that  the  holy  fac^ifice  of  the 
mafs  was  from  the  beginning,  and  everihall  be  offer- 
ed in  the  church  of  Chrift.     Which  the  concurrent 
teftimony  of  all  ages  and  ail  countries,  from  the  ri-^ 
ling  to  the  fetling  of  the  fun  evinceth.

The  principal  feafts  of  the  church,  from  the  begio*- 
ning  of  the  Chriftian  aera  to  this  day,  is  fufHcient  to- 
convince  the  world  of  this  Uftiverfal  do£trine  ;  fince 
we  fee  the  word  mafs  annexed  to  tjiefe  great  fcftivities:  • 
for    example,    Chrift-mafs,   OtndleVoiafs,    Lamb- 
mafs,     Patrick-mafs,     Michael-rinfs,     kc,     which  ^ 
fhews  that  the  facri6ce  of  mafs  hath  been  always  of- 
fered up  to  God,  as  a  memorial  of  th^  faVrifice  af 
the  crofs,  torcprefent  the  death  of  our  Saviour  till  he 
come  again  to  judge  the  living  and  the  iead.     As  the 
celebrated  Genera!  Council  of  Trent  fay%  Sifs.  xxli, 
c.  I-  The  facrifice  of  mafs  is  inftituted  only  to  repre-^ 
ien^  the  bloody  facrifice  which  was  once  acoompiifbed 
on  the  crofs",  to  perpetnate  the  memory  of  Ato  the 
end  of  the  world  ;  and  to  apply   to  us  the  Salutary  '
